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DEATH OF CAPT. E. C. FULLER, U.S.M.C. 

As to the death of Capt. Edward Canfield Fuller, U.S. 

M.C., son of Col. Ben H. Fuller, U.S.M.C., in action at 

Belleau Wood, France, June 12, 1918, Colonel Fuller has 
received the following letter, dated France, June 13: 

Last night, under heroic circumstances, Ted gave his life to 

the cause of liberty. Nothing that I can say will bring him 


back again, but I want to tell you how bravely he died. To

killed at his post of duty on June 12, 1918, exposed himself 
fearlessly to a terrific artillery barrage to superintend per- 
sonally the assurance of shelter to his men. In action he 
proved to be a leader and his cool demeanor under fire and 
incessant labors for the comfort of his men contributed in a 
great measure to the success of the operation of his battalion.” 

(The Germans were attacking him strongly, but he fought 
them to a standstill and drove them back. Ted was holding a 
part of the Bois de Belleau with his company and largely 
through his efforts the attack was completely frustrated. Men 
who were on the spot speak of it as a magnificent display of 
courage. I have watched Ted since he joined the brigade and 
have been interested in him. He did well and was loved by 
his officers and men. The boy did not know the meaning of 
fear: he died a glorious death, killed by shell fire. Those of 
us who knew him well send our heart's love and sympathy to 
you, his mother and Dorothy. 

His battalion, the first of the 6th Regiment, commanded by 
Hughes, had made a wonderful fight against machine gun nests 
and had completely wiped out the Boche. Ted helped to immor- 
talize the Marines in the hearts of the French people; he 
helped to stem and then push back the tide of Huns at their 
most advanced position in this critical period of the war; he 
took a prominent part in adding glorious pages to the history 
of our beloved corps, and his death is the supreme proof of 
that extraordinary heroism which unhesitatingly exposes itself 
as an example to others. Greater honor hath no man than to 
have given to the world a manly son like Ted.

The statement over his signature of a Navy officer com- 
manding a vessel as to the change of rating of en- 
listed man is sufficient evidence to substantiate such g 
man’s right to credit-for his change of rating.

issuing on Jan. 1, 1918, of the Annual Circular, Bureay 
of Navigation, it was required that commanding officers 
should issue to a man selected for the position as petty 
officer a formal appointment. The Annual Circular of 
Jan. 1 provides that “when any advancement . . . in 
a petty officer rating is made a notation to this effect 
will be made in the service record of the man concerned 
over the signature of the commanding officer, this entry 
to be considered an appointment.” 

The date an officer’s leave of absence becomes effective 
is that date on which it is issued and not the date of the 
day following that on which the officer availed himself 
of the granted leave. The depot quartermaster, Wash- 
ington, had requested The Adjutant General to secure a 
decision on the specific case of a former lieutenant, M. 
R.C., who was relieved from further duty in that corps 
“to take effect upon the expiration of one month and three 
days’ leave of absence.” To illustrate this decision it 
may be mentioned “that this officer received notice of 
his relief from active duty, and of the leave of absence 
granted him, on Oct. 20, 1917, and that he availed him- 
self of the leave on Oct. 21, 1917.” The instant request 
of the depot quartermaster was “as to the date the leave 
of absence granted this officer became effective, whether 
on Oct. 20, the date he is chargeable with notice of the 
leave, or on Oct. 22, the day following that on which 
he availed himself thereof?’ In accordance with the 
above decision Oct. 20 is the date in this case. 
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STUDENTS’ TRAINING CORPS PLAN. 


The complete statement of the plans for the Students’ 
Training Corps, a summary of which was given on page 
1761 of our issue of July 13, is as follows: 

Training camps to fit men to act as assistant instruc- 
tors in the new Students’ Training Corps will be held 
at Plattsburg, N.Y.; Fort Sheridan, Ill., and Presidio, 
Cal., from July 18 to Sept. 16, according to a state- 
ment issued by The Adjutant General’s Office. Col- 
leges have been invited to send a limited number of 
picked students and members of the faculties to these 
camps. The camps will be conducted with a view to 
teaching the attendants to give military instruction to 
students and it is believed that satisfactory result 
be obtained from an intensive sixty-day course. 

Further instructions relative to the new corps have 
just been issued. These are being sent to all colleges 
that have signified their willingness to establish corps 
among their students. The purpose of the new plan, as 
shown in the new instructions, is to develop as a great 
military asset the large body of young men in the col- 
leges. This will be accomplished by providing efficient 
military instruction under the supervision of the War 
Department for students in all colleges enrolling the 
required minimum of students. In order to receive this 
instruction, all students over eighteen years of age must 
volunteer and enlist in the Army of the United States. 
Only colleges which can provide an enrollment of 100 
or more able-bodied students over eighteen years of age 
will be entitled to the course. The intention is to ex 
tend the system of instruction for college students t0 
the largest practicable extent in view of the available 
supply of officers and equipment. To be classified as 
one of the institutions of college grade to which the 
privilege of maintaining a Students’ Army Training 
Corps unit is extended an institution must require for 
admission to its regular curricula graduation from 4 
standard secondary school or an equivalent; must pro 
vide general collegiate or professional curricula cover- 
ing at least two years of not less than thirty-three weeks 
each and must be carried in the lists of higher institu- 
tions prepared by the United States Commissioner ° 
Education. ; 

Institutions of college grade will include, providing 
all other conditions are met: Colleges of arts and scl 
ences, engineering schools, schools of mines, ag! ulture 
colleges, colleges of pharmacy, veterinary, medicine, 
teachers’ colleges, and law, medical, dental, graduate 
and normal schools, junior colleges and technical instl- 
tutions. Students enrolled in preparatory departments 
of these schools and colleges cannot at present be col 
sidered eligible for enlistment in the units, and such 








students cannot be counted by college authorities 2 
reckoning the 100 able-bodied students enrolled for 4 
military training unit. - 

The units will be organized in the colleges in the var 


: . 
ous branches of the Service in accordance with the 


needs of the Army as determined by the War Depart 


ment, taking into account the character of the instit 
tion. The majority of the training units will be fo! . 
struction in the line branches of the Service. Most ‘ 


the units will be Infantry; others will be Field Artillery, 
Heavy Artillery and possibly one or more Cavalry units. 
A limited number of units for training ir the staff de 
partments of the Service will be organized in technice 
schools. The enlistment contract of all students ed 
constitute them members of. the Army of the Unit 
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States, and they will become thereby subject to active 
service at the call of the President. The enlisted stu- 
dents will be on furlough status until called to the col- 
ors, but will not receive pay or allowance except when 
attending summer training camp, in which case they 
will be entitled to transportation and rations. All en- 
listments will be in the grade of private. It-will be the 
policy of the Government not to call members of the 
Students’ Army Training Corps units to active duty 
until they reach draft age, unless urgent military rea- 
sons compel an earlier call. A system will be devised 
whereby the military instructors of the colleges will 
keep the military authorities informed of the status of 
‘tthe students as to their coming of draft age and they 
will be called after they have finished the current in- 
struction year. The student body is not to be made a 
deferred or favored class under the Selective Service 
Act. Arrangements are made for the discharge of stu- 
dents from the units in appropriate cases. 

Ihe character of the training will depend on the kind 
of training unit which is organized in the particular in- 
stitution. The standard time to be allotted to military 
work will be ten hours per week during the college year, 
supplemented by six weeks of intensive training in a 
summer camp. The ten hours a week will not involve 
the hours of outdoor work in drill. The summer camps 
will be an important feature of the system. These will 
be active for six weeks and there will be an intensive 
and rigid course of instruction under experienced offi- 
cers. The plan will provide approximately 650 hours 
of military work per annum. It is expected that this 
will qualify a considerable percentage of the students 
to enter Officers’ Training schools on being called to 
the colors and a large percentage of the remainder to 


serve aS non-commissioned officers. 

Otficer instructors and. non-commissioned officer in- 
structors will be provided by the War Department when 
available. Officers returning from overseas and unfit 


for further field service will be utilized. The Govern- 
ment will supply the uniforms and equipment whenever 
available. The Students’ Army Training Corps will be 


supervised and controlled by the Training and Instruc- 
tion Branch, War Plans Division of the General Staff, 
in accordance with the instructions of the Chief of Staff. 


An advisory board to this committee representing edu- 
cational interests has already been appointed by the 
Secretary of War. This will insure the closest co- 
operation between the War Department and the colleges. 
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ADMIRAL GHERARDI AND THE NEW NAVY. 

Rear Admiral Caspar F. Goodrich, U.S.N., contributes 
a brief memorial of respect to his old commander, Rear 
Admiral Bancroft Gherardi, in an article on “The 
Founding of Our New Navy,” in United States Naval 
Institute Proceedings for June. The author calls at- 
tention to the fact that in the early eighties the Navy 
of the United States had almost disappeared, and shows 
that it was due to the suggestion of Admiral Gherardi 
that a new and great naval development followed this 
epoch of decay. He says: 

“When President Garfield assumed office he appointed 





Judge William H. Hunt, of Louisiana, Secretary of the 
Navy. The latter was appalled by the condition and 
paucity of the ships under his charge. In the spring 
of 1881 Secretary Hunt invited the late Rear Admiral 
Bancroft Gherardi, U.S.N., then a captain, to accom- 
pany him on a trip from New York to West Point. 


Gherardi, at that time on duty at the New York Navy 
Yard, was an old acquaintance of Hunt. Hunt sought 
a quiet opportunity to obtain from this friend a word 
of advice as to what should be done to restore the Navy 
to a sound state. 

“In effect Gherardi replied as follows: ‘Mr. Secre- 
tary, I do not feel either willing or competent to sug- 
gest exactly the steps you ought to take to accomplish 
your excellent purpose. Of course, I have my own opin- 
ions and, if you wish them, they are freely at your dis- 
position, but I do not feel that it is well that you should 
be influenced by any one person, no matter how firm his 
convictions and wide his experience. You have honored 
me by asking what I should do were I in your place— 
avery different matter. In that case, I should trust to 
no single individual, but would form a board composed 
of the ablest available officers of the line, the engineer 
corps and the construction corps. To this board I would 
refer the whole subject, both as to general policy and 
types of vessels required. In this way I would get the 
benefit of the best brains in the Service, after which I 
should adopt the recommendations of this body of ex- 
perts and seek to carry them out. I should then be able 
to move in the full assurance that I was doing the very 
best thing possible.’ 

“Such, in substance, is the story I heard from Ghe- 
rardi’s own lips soon after the occurrence of the episide 
here related. It is of common knowledge that what 
Gherardi suggested Hunt did. With President Gar- 
field’s approval he formed the first advisory board. Rear 
Admiral John Rodgers was its president. To Rodgers 
were joined eight other line officers; three engineers, 
Isherwood, Loring and. Manning; three constructors, 
lenthal, Wilson and Hichborn. Their report formed 
the basis of the Navy’s reconstruction. 

“The excellent work of Secretary Chandler and the 
second naval advisory board, authorized by the Act of 
1882, the far-seeing vision of Chandler’s successor, Sec- 
retary Whitney, which made possible the establishing 
of an armor plant at Bethlehem, etc., are all matters of 
history. While recognizing the wisdom of Secretary 
Hunt in going to a trustworthy source for counsel and 
in acting promptly and forcefully upon that counsel, in 


justice to the memory of my dear and modest friend I 
Claim that the admirable manner in which the Navy of 
today took practical shape is unquestionably due to 


my old commander, Bancroft Gherardi. He it was who 
planted the seed from which has grown this mighty tree.”

56; measles, 218; venereal diseases, 1,206; malaria, 55; 
dysentery, 1. Of the fifty-five cases of malaria reported 
from camps of this group, twenty were from Camp 
3eauregard and twenty-one from Camp Shelby. 
Cantonments: Camps Meade and Grant have the best 
health records of the week for all large camps. Camp 
Meade reports the lowest admission rate (402.7) and 
Camp Grant the lowest non-effective rate (13.6). Camps 


Custer and Devens have sick rates much below the 
average. The highest sick rates are reported from 


Camps Travis, Sherman, Taylor and Pike. Measles is 
prevalent in all camps. Camp Pike leads in the num- 
ber of new cases (54). Camp Lee is second with 48, 
and Camp Dodge third with 39. There were 94 new 
cases of pneumonia as compared with 113 last week. 
Nine new cases were reported from each of the follow- 
ing camps: Camps Custer, Devens, Dix and Upton. 
Camp Pike reported 36 new cases of malaria out of a 
total of 74 of all-camps of this group. Of dengue fever 
98 cases are reported from Camp Las Casas. 


Departmental and Other Troops: The Eastern De- 
partment has the highest (admission 3,010, non-effective 
85.8) and the Northeastern Department the lowest (ad- 
mission 652, non-effective 21.9) sick rates of all depart- 
ments. The unusually high rates in the Eastern De- 
partment are due, not to actual increase in sickness, but 
to a reduction in strength of command upon which the 
rates are based. The strength of the command reported 
this week is about one-fourth of that reported last week. 
There is no prevalence of diseases at other stations of 
this group calling for comment. 


Health conditions of troops in the United States for 
the week ending June 28 were as follows: Excellent 
health conditions continued. Admission and non-effective 
rates were materially lower than the previous week, while 
the death rate for disease (2.16) is the record low rate 
since Oct. 12, 1917. The number of new cases of the 
more serious diseases shows a decline as compared with 
the previous week. Venereal diseases are responsible 
for a large part of the present sick rates.

VOTING REGULATIONS FOR A.E.F. 
The disposition of the War Department toward the 


question of the soldiers of the A.E.F. voting in the 
primary and general elections is set forth in Section III, 
of G.O. 63, June 28, War Dept. The Department an- 
nounces its willingness to aid in this matter, but also 
lays down certain military restrictions that must be fol- 
lowed by the election authorities of the various states 
and by the voters as well. The section reads: 

III. 1. The War Department is desirous of perfecting ar- 
rangements under which it will be possible to take the votes of 
members of the A.E.F. in both primary and general elections ~ 
without seriously interfering with military operations, and the 
question has received long and careful consideration by depart- 
ment officials. An examination of the present State laws on 
the subject shows that a practicable method of taking these 
votes under prevailing conditions in Europe is provided in ry 
few cases. In order, therefore, that qualified voters from all 
the States may exercise their voting privilege while serving in 
the A.E.F., the co-operation of the States with the military au- 
thorities is essential, to the extent that the States shall so amend 
their present election laws as to validate votes of soldiers that 
have been cast under limitations which the department 
found necessary to prescribe. It is, of course, highly desir 
that these amended laws be passed by the States at the earli 
practicable moment in order that they may be operative or 
dates of the approaching primary elections, consideration beiy 
given to the fact that, after the passage of the law, considerable 
time will necessarily be consumed in making preliminary ar- 
rangements and in getting the executed ballots back to the 
States to be counted. In all cases where practicable laws are 
passed by the States the department will co-operate heartily 
with the State authorities and afford them every available 
facility in taking the soldiers’ votes. 

2. The ability of the military authorities to assist in taking 
the votes of members of the A.E.F. at both primary and gen- 
eral elections is necessarily limited, because of the extraordinary 
conditions which will prevail during the existing emergency in 
several respects. The extent of these limitations is set forth 
below, and should be carefully considered in connection with the 
framing of any legislation on this subject, 

a. The War Department will not be responsible in any other 
way for obtaining the vote of anyone in France or in any other 
part of Europe, but will assist the States to secure the votes of 
men in the military service so far as it may be possible to do 
so without interfering with military duties. 

b. It will not be possible to take the vote of any soldier who 
is actively engaged in military operations, unless such soldier 
be able to cast his vote by transmitting an executed ballot 
through the mails as ordinary correspondence. 

ec. In no case will the War Department furnish to States, or 
to election officials thereof, lists of persons who ‘have entered 
the military service therefrom. Neither can the War Depart- 
ment undertake to forward to men who are, or who are sup 
posed to be, in the military service blank ballots or any other 
species of election forms or literature which may have been 
addressed to them, care of the War Department or of any bu- 
reau or office of the War Department, for their use or guidance 
in connection with casting their votes at either a primary or a 
general election. However, when qualified voters of a certain 
State are known to be in the military service as members of a 
certain organization, but the organizational address is unknown, 
the War Department will furnish such address upon receipt of 
request therefor from the State, or an election official thereof 

d. The censorship which is now imposed upon every letter 
coming out of France cannot be waived in favor of mail pur- 
porting to be votes of persons in the military service. 

e. Where State laws require that oaths shall be administered 
and certificates made in order to validate the votes, officers of 
the military service will be permitted, but not required, to ad- 
minister such oaths and make such certificates; provided that 
this will in no way interfere with active military operations 

f. Where the State laws require the sending of election com- 
missioners to take the soldiers’ votes, the military authorities 
will place at the disposal of such commissioners ‘every assist- 
ance that is found to be compatible with the exigencies of the 
military situation. In most instances, however, it will be im- 
practicable to permit commissioners to take the votes. 
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SECRETARY BAKER SPEAKS TO SOLDIERS. 





Secretary of War Baker delivered a message to the 
2,500,000 men who compose the American Army on July 
4 in an address to the soldiers of the 86th Division at 
Camp Grant. “You are the Army of a free people,” he 
declared, speaking from a roped arena prepared for box- 
ing contests and addressing thousands of troops grouped 
on a hillside before him. “Our country is sending you 
to rescue France from the heel of an invader who repre 
sents, we hope, the last principle of the autocratic and 
despotic upon this earth of ours.” The Secretary ar- 
rived at Camp Grant from Chicago just before noon and 
under the guidance of Major Gen. Charles H. Martin, 
N.A., inspected the rifle range, which he declared was 
the best he had ever seen. Mr. Baker also went through 
the trench system, and then inspected the stockade, which 
contains about 100 interned enemy aliens. He asked 
them if they were satisfied with their food and treat- 
ment and was told that they were. When Mr. Baker 
descended the arena to speak he was greeted with the 
Black Hawk Indian yell of “Kia-Kiak” repeated from 
thousands of throats,

SOLVING THE GERMAN TACTICS. 

In one of his reviews of the German offensive that 
began on March 21, Colonel Repington, the British mili- 
fary critic, pointed out the chief tactical innovations of 
the German army as being “secrecy of preparation, veiled 
approach by marching men up at the last moment and at 
night, a short but furious bombardment and then the blow 
with masses of infantry” aided by a system of “filtering 
through” the British and French lines with small bodies 
@f troops who then struck from the rear with machine 
guns or rifle fire. Colonel Repington went on to say that 
“all these practices, in which the German troops have 
lad appropriate training, make up the masculine and 
decisive form of warfare to which the answer must be 
found.” As for the chief of these tactics, the concealment 
of the German army divisions and the bringing them up 
by railroad, motor trucks and rapid marching under cover 
of the night to the desired front at the right moment, 
the British military writer points out that the air forces 
of the Allies must be systematized and some process of 
outing the main roads by night must be discovered

a, *ach carried two light machine guns. After sev- 
Mtempts to go forward they were stopped by our 
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machine gun fire. Their platoon leader asked for re- 
inforcements before attempting to go forward; but rein- 
forcements were refused and a continuation of the at- 
tack ordered. He next sent word that his platoon was 
receiving flanking fire from two machine guns and could 
make no progress. Once again he was ordered to attack 
under all circumstances, but his men now refused to 
obey. Another platoon came up, deploying on the left 
of the first, but this too was decimated by our fire. Fi- 
nally the men received orders to save themselves as best 
they could. They then took refuge in a cellar where fifty 
or sixty of them surrendered shortly before six o'clock.” 

The detail with which General Pershing describes this 
method of counter-attacking would indicate that it was 
a noyelty in the fighting along the western front and 
may have been the opening of an attempt to infiltrate our 
lines as was so successfully done in the March and May 
advances against our Allies. If this assumption be true 
then the answer to this form of tactics would seem to be 
incessant vigilance to begin with, superiority of fire, and 
outflanking the flankers as the American troops clearly 
did, according to the account of this prisoner. Vigilance 
would seem to be the first factor of impsrtance in this 
solution of the Germans’s “filtering through” tactics and 
that they succeeded with it in the original instances may 
have been entirely due to the fatigue of the British and 
French troops. In any case, granting our assumption to 
be correct that this is what the German commander was 
aiming at, our officers blocked it. We seem to have done 
some “filtering through” of our own in the Belleau Wood 
fight although it is to be doubted whether our officers 
would find it necessary to give that new title to our long- 
established system of open order fighting. Since Gen- 
eral Pershing’s report stated that the troops of one of 
the divisions of the Regular Army were engaged with 
the Germans at this point it would seem natural that 
one of the major generals in command of those divisions, 
Major Generals Bullard, Bundy and Dickman, would be 
the most likely man in the world to solve a tactical prob- 
lem of this order. Each has had experience either with 
the Indians, when our frontier was at home, or in the 
Philippines, that would make him eminently fitted to cope 
with a tactical movement of this kind on the part of the 
German commanders. Without wishing to aggrandize 
any contribution our officers may make toward the solu- 
tion of Germany’s new tactics there can be no question 
in this war that every little helps; and if we have found 
the way to put an end to “filtering through” we will have 
saved all of the commanding officers on the western front 
at least one minor anxiety in the present thrust. 
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OUR THREE ARMY CORPS. 

The announcement made by General March on July 
13 regarding the formation and composition of our first 
three Army Corps in France, which is printed in full 
elsewhere in this issue, gives us more detailed infor- 
mation concerning the units and the officers in command 
of them than we have had hitherto, and also briefly out- 
lines the policy of the War Department regarding the 
appointment of lieutenant generals to command not 
only. these three Army Corps, but the fourth that is 
likely to be formed soon if we succeed in keeping up 
the flow of troops overseas at the rate thus far avcom- 
plished. The news that Major Gen. Hunter Liggett 
was in temporary command of the 1st Army Corps, with 
the 1st and 2d Divisions of Regulars under Major Gen- 
erals Bullard and Bundy serving under him, was pub- 
lished in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL in the issue of 
July 6, page 1718. Since the announcement is defi- 
nitely made by General March that “commanders for 
the 2d and 3d Army Corps have not yet been desig- 
nated” it is idle to speculate on this subject, as it would 
be to indicate which one of the major generals in com- 
mand of the six divisions in each of these corps is prob- 
ably in temporary command of the corps if only for ad- 
ministrative purposes. 

General March’s statement as to the War Depart- 
ment’s policy “about corps commanders” is both defi- 
nite and satisfying. He declared that this policy “is to 
wait until major generals get the experience necessary 
in handling such a large number of men,” and “when 
they have demonstrated that they can handle an army 
of that number the appointments of lieutenant generals 
will follow.’ That this policy of selection has worked 
out well is shown by the fact that the Army officers 
on duty in Washington are unanimous in expressing 
their gratification over the manner in which it has 
werked out thus far in France. Moreover, this policy 
does not lead to any hasty appointments to higher ranks 
that must be revoked later owing to the failure of an 
officer to live up to the responsibilities of his command. 
Our officers must win their promotions first by demon. 
strated capacity for command and administrative ability 
before they are appointed permanently, a policy than 
which no better has ever been maintained in any army 
anywhere. It reduces the factor of costly blunders made 
through inexperience or inaptitude to the lowest possible 
dénominator and it tends to heighten the morale of the 
Army, since every last man in it knows that proved 
worth is the absolute essential to promotion. 

Anotber announcement made by General March of un- 
usual interest is that regarding the command of the 77th 
Division. It will be recalled that Major Gen. J. Frank- 
lin Bell organized and trained this division while he 
was Commanding General, Eastern Department. Gen- 
eral Bell was taken off the list of major generals for 
overseas duty for physical reasons, and as Brig. Gen. 
Evan M. Johnson was the senior general of the division

he took the 77th to France. General Bell’s relief took 
place just before the division left Camp Upton and 
Major Gen. George B. Duncan, who went across as a 
brigadier general, “stepped into that vacancy,” General” 
March said in his informal discussion with the report- 
ers, although it was stated in the more formal portion 
of his review of the war that General Duncan “was 
recently promoted to major general for efficient service 
in France.” It is also learned for the first time that 
Major Gen. George H. Caméron, N.A., is in command 
of the 4th Division of Regulars, with the 2d Army 
Corps, and that Major Gen. John E. MacMahon, N.A., 
is in command of the 5th Division of Regulars, with the 
3d Army Corps. General Cameron’s division is the only 
one of Regulars with the 2d Army Corps. General 
March stated that there were from 225,000 to 250,000 
men in one of our Army Corps. Taking the average of 
240,000 men to the corps, this would put 720,000 men 
in the first three corps, leaving 380,000 men for the 
Service of Supply and in reserve. 
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INSURANCE AND ALLOTMENTS. 
Payment of Family Allotments. 

The announcement noted in our issue of July 6, page 
1713, that “all allotments heretofore paid by the Bu- 
reau of War Risk Insurance, on which no family allow- 
ance is paid, will be discontinued automatically on June 
30 and that enlisted men, if they desire to continue 
such allotments, should execute and forward to the 
Quartermaster General Form 38, effective July 1,” was 
an exact statement of what enlisted men must do to 
continue the provision which they had been making for 
their dependents if the amounts vary from those pro- 
vided by the War Risk Insurance Bureau. The War 
Risk Insurance Law, as originally enacted, required 
every enlisted man with dependents to make application 
for an allotment of a part of his pay to his dependents, 
whether they were entitled or not to an allowance from 
the Government. Thereupon the War Risk Insurance 
Bureau assumed the responsibility of paying the sol- 
dier’s allotment along with the allowance if it was due 
the dependents. Many enlisted men, however, had de- 
pendents to whom the law gave no allowance; for ex- 
ample, where the dependents had sufficient means of 
support, or where the soldier had not been contributing 
to the support of the beneficiary. Recent amendment 
to the War Risk Insurance Law provided that the War 
Risk Bureau should pay only allowances corresponding 
to the allotments made by the enlisted men; that is, 
where the law required the payment of an allowance of 
$15 to dependents in Class A, and $5 more to Class B, 
it would add to the allowance the soldier’s allotment, 
which was a prerequisite to the family allowance. This 
it could do without inconvenience. Under the former 
regulation many soldiers were allotting more than the 
$15 or $20 out of their pay for the support of their de- 
pendents. Under the new regulations, in order to give 
their families this additional amount from their pay, 
they must do it through the War Department instead 
of through the Treasury Department, ard on Form No. 
38, of the War Department. The result for the fami- 
lies will be the same, only they will receive the amount 
due them in two checks instead of in one check. While 
this course seems to add complications, in reality it 
greatly relieves the War Risk Bureau and adds little 
additional detail to the pay office of the War Depart- 
ment. 

How War Risk Insurance Is Paid. 

Numerous inquiries have been received by the Finance 
Division of the Quartermaster Corps from relatives of 
enlisted men as to the method of payment of insurance 
benefits to the beneficiaries of those men who have be- 
come insured under the provisions of the War Risk In- 
surance Act. Under the provisions of the act the bene- 
ficiary named does not secure the amount of the policy 
in a lump sum on the death of the insured, but receives 
a monthly payment from the Government as proceeds 
from the insurance. The payments cover a period of 
twenty years or 240 months. For an insurance of $1,000 
the beneficiary would receive a monthly payment of 
$5.75 for twenty years. For the maximum insurance of 
$10,000, the beneficiary would receive a payment of 
$57.50 per month for twenty years. Insurance may be 
had in any amount from $1,000 to $10,000 in multiples 
of $500 and the policy is payable on the basis of $5.75 
per month for each $1,000 of insurance for 240 monthly 
installments. Proceeds from insurance of soldiers under 
the War Risk Insurance Act cannot be attached, as- 
signed or otherwise taken by creditors. 

Furlough Allotment Ruling. 


In cases of furloughs granted under the provisions of 
G.O. 31, War Dept., April 2, 1918, only such allotments 
will continue as were in force on April 2, 1918, says a 
letter from The Adjutant General of July 1 addresscd to 
all commanding officers. Any allotment made subsequent 
to that date must be discontinued on the granting of 
furlough. If the soldier desires to continue his war risk 
insurance he must do so by making payments of monthly 
premium direct to the Bureau of War Risk Insurance. 
Wherever an enlisted man who has made any allotment 
subsequent te April 2, 1918, is furloughed under the 
provisions of G.O. 31, War Dept., 1918, his organization 
commander will make a report to The Adjutant General 
of the Army, giving the following information: Name of 
soldier and Army serial number, rank, organization, date 
of furlough and kind and amouat of allotments made sub- 
sequent to April 2, 1918, 
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ENLISTED MEN COMMISSIONED IN U.S.M.C. 

Three hundred enlisted men of the U.S. Marine Corps 
were commissioned as second lieutenants. at the graduat- 
ing exercises of the Marine Corps Officers’ Training 
Camp at Quantico, Va., July 15. Major General Com- 
mandant George Barnett, U.S.M.C., reviewed the stu- 
dent battalion. Brig. Gen. Charles H. Lauchheimer, 
adjutant and inspector, and Captains Barrett and Mc- 
Connell, aides-de-camp, were present at the exercises. 
The new officers have completed a three months’ course 
of intensive training. French and English instructors 
have given them first hand information of the art of 
modern fighting. Military texts and lectures have been 
supplemented by mimic warfare. The camp is the first 
of its kind held by the Marine Corps. The students 
were picked from the enlisted personnel as promising 


officer material by selection boards. Another class of 
125 will graduate next month. Of the total sent to 


Quantico 150 were college graduates more than 200 had 
attended college from one to three years, and many 
others had had the experience of foreign service in the 
Marines. All had served as enlisted men and won pro- 
motion on merit. The camp has been a model of its kind, 
a resort to punitive discipline having been practically un- 
necessary from the beginning. It was opened April 24 
and has been superintended by Major Presley M. Rix- 
ley, jr. It is the first of a series of similar camps re- 
quired to fill the demand for 1,800 new commissioned 
officers in the Corps. 
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CONSERVATION AND RECLAMATION Work. 

The Conservation and Reclamation Division of the 
Quartermaster Corps is enlarging its personnel in order 
to expand its work in the camps and cantonments of 
the country. New clothing and shoe repair shops, dry 
cledning plants and laundries are now being established 
to completely cover the requirements of the men in train- 
ing. Although the reports for May show a large amount 
of conservation and reclamation work has been done in 
the camps and cantonments, subsequent reports will show 
a great increase due to the new plants and the enlarged 
personnel. During May 907,466 pieces of wearing ap- 
parel was repaired, 405,102 pieces were dry cleaned and 
6,057,897 pieces were laundered, making a total of 7,- 
370,465 pieces handled by the Reclamation and Conser- 
vation Division in that month in this country. A sum- 
mary shows that there were repaired and renovated 
519,132 shoes, 70.917 overcoats, 42,470 coats, 81,249 pairs 
of breeches, 32,943 flannel shirts, 29,972 undershirts, 
37,983 pairs of drawers, 5,201 stockings, 15,228 leggins, 
36,010 hats, 2,795 blankets and 28,425 miscellaneous 
articles. The dry cleaning plants handled 55,113 over- 
coats, 21,879 coats, 61,685 pairs of breeches, 140,381 
flannel shirts, 466 sweaters, 563 hats, 72,753 blankets, 





252 leggins and all other articles to the number of 
52,010. The various camp laundries turned out during 


that month 6,057,897 pieces. Through the conservation 
and reclamation work, the issue-of new clothing has been 
materially reduced. 
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JAPAN’S New Army PLANS. 

Measures for perfecting the national defenses of Japan 
were decided upon and a plan for co-operation between 
the army and the navy was adopted by the Council of 
Field Marshals and Admirals held recently in Japan, 
says a London dispatch of July 8. The army, it. is 
stated, will comprise twenty-one corps, with two ~divi- 
sions to the corps and three regiments to the division. 
The changes will not necessarily be effective immedi- 
ately. The London Times computes that the new meas- 
ures will double the strength of the Japanese army. 
When Japan entered the war, on Aug. 23, 1914, accord- 
ing to the same dispatch, her peace footing of 250,000 
of all ranks was automatically expanded to 30,000 men 
in the regular army, 200,000 in the reserve and 1,000,- 
000 as reinforcements. Later the total was so reduced 
that the nation has had in active service about 600,000 
officers and men, with the machinery for increasing in a 
few days the total to a body of 2,000,000 well-trained 
troops and officers. Japan, having been on a nominal 
war footing for four years, will have no difficulty in 
bringing the 600,000 of the active army up to the 850,- 
000 ‘required by the twenty-one army corps. 
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RepucING VENEREAL DISEASE RATE. 

Measures taken by the American military authorities 
against the spread of venereal diseases among the sol- 
diers of the A.E.F. have resulted in the lowest annual 
rate per thousand ever recorded for American troops. 
The latest report from overseas, June 13, gives the an- 
nual rate for all overseas troops at 47.8 per 1,000. This 
means that at the present ratio less than one man per 
thousand contracts venereal disease every week. The 
best figure for the Regular Army in the United States 
in peace time was in 1916, when the annual rate per 
1,000 was 91.23. During a period of thirty-two weeks 
the overseas forces had the lowest record, with the ex- 
ception of two weeks, of all American armies. The 
record of the Expeditionary Force has been well below 
the 75 per 1,000 figure as an annual rate. Even this is 
actually less than two men reported per 1,000 each week. 
Within the United States the record is still better, the 
comparable figures showing an estimated annual rate 
of less than 21 per 1,000 as against 91.23 per 1,000 
er to the present war. The new policy of the War 
Jepartment, which was adopted with the application of 
the draft, that is, accepting men infected with venereal 
disease for Army service, has made the prevalence of 
disease among the troops in the United States appear 
much higher. Thus the figures for a twenty-seven-week 
period for the three armies in the United States are 
higher than the figures for the Expeditionary Force. 
The averages from September, 1917, to May, 1918, in- 
clusive, were as follows: National Guard, 76; Regular 
Army, 98; and National Army, 128. The highest rate 
of venereal cases reported from any of the armies dur- 
ing one month was from the National Army in Septem- 
ber, 1917, when the annual rate was 312 per 1,000. The 
lowest rate of the troops in this country is credited to 
the National Guard, whose rate of 50 per 1,000 men 
was recorded during April, 1918. The highest figure 
for the National Guard is 130. This was recorded in 
September, 1917. The highest Regular Army figure was 
193 during May, 1918, and the lowest 69 during Octo- 
ber, 1917. All figures given are expressed as annual 
rate per 1,000. The mean rate for all troops from Sept. 
21 to May 31 is 103.8. 
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FUNERAL CF GENERAL MICHIE.

The. funeral procession started 
from the English hospital, the coffin, covered with. the 
American flag, preceded by a band from an English regi- 
ment. Lieutenants Seligman ‘and Morris, aids to the 
late officer, followed, with Chaplains Smith and Taylor, 
of the American Expeditionary Force.

Chevalier de Selliers de Moranville, inspector of Belgian 
troops; Generals Price and Coulter, B.E.F.; Major Gen. 
Sir E. W. Graham, commanding the English base; Gen- 
eral Phillips, of the British army; General Trafford, 
commanding the English 5th and Gth Subdivisions; M. 
Labregére, secretary general of the prefecture; Capt 
Legouz de Saint Sante, of the French navy, president 
of the port commission; Major Holvoct, of the Belgian 
army; and a number of other officers of the Allied armies. 
The roe ag was represented by M. Morel, M. Neel 
and Captain Marais. French and British troops pre- 
sented arms as the cortége passed along the Champ-de- 
Courses, while many wounded convalescing French and 
English soldiers, who lined the street near the hospital, 
saluted. At Sant Sever Cemetery Chaplain Smith read 
the funeral service while Chaplain Taylor delivered a 
eulogy. ‘Three volleys were fired by a detail from a 
British regiment and a bugler sounded taps. 
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Britiso Destroy 2,985 PLaNes InN Past YEAR. 

British aviators in a year destroyed 2,985 enemy ma- 
chines, and shot down 1,117 out of control. Only 1,121 
British machines were missing. An official statement, 
dealing with these operations, issued in London on July 
13, says: “The Royal Air Force during the year begin- 
ning July 1, 1917, on the British western front destroyed 
2,150 hostile machines and drove down, out of control, 
1,083. In the same period the air force units, working 
in conjunction with the navy, shot down 623 hostile ma- 
chines. During this period 1,094 of our machines were 
missing ; ninety-two of these were working with the navy. 
On the Italian front from April to June, 1918, the Brit- 
ish destroyed 165 hostile machines and drove down six 
out of control. Thirteen of ours were missing. On the 
Salonica front between January and June twenty-one 
hostile machines were destroyed and thirteen were driven 
down out of control. Four of ours were lost. From 
March to June in Egypt and Palestine twenty-six hos- 
tile airplanes were destroyed and fifteen were driven 
down out of control. Ten of ours were missing. In ail 
the theaters of the war the British air superiority and 
strength progressed rapidly and continuously. From 
this it is safe to assume that when the new factor of 
America’s output, both aircraft and personnel, enters 
the situation in the fighting zones, the aerial ascendancy 
of the Entente Allies should give them very great ad- 
vantages.” 
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NEW PROTECTIVE MEASURES AGAINST MUSTARD GAS. 

The following statement from the Chemical Warfare 
Section is authorized by the War Department: Protec- 
tion against any of the gases now in use by the Germans 
is given to American soldiers by the masks now being 
worn. Statements that American masks do not protect 
soldiers from the effects of mustard gas are not war- 
ranted. The masks now worn will protect soldiers as 
long as they are required to remain in areas drenched 
by gas. The clothing worn by the soldiers will resist 
the effects of the gas for a normal period. As an added 
precaution, the soldiers are now provided with a neu- 
tralizing ointment to be rubbed on those parts of the 
body where mustard gas is likely to penetrate through 
the clothes. This ointment is being prepared in quantities 
greater than the demand for it. The tirst month’s ship~ 
ment consisted of 800,000 tubes. It is a new prepara- 
tion made after a formula prepared by chemists con- 
nected with the Chemical Warfare Section. Rubbed on 
the body before a gas attack, it has the power to neutral- 
ize the poisonous effects of mustard gas. For the protec- 
tion of the special men whose duty is to clear trenches of 
all traces of the gases, special underwear is now being 
provided. ‘These suits are chemically treated and neu- 
tralize poisonous gases. Men are being thoroughly trained 
in gas defense so that every soldier who enters the zone 
of fire thoroughly understands the measures of gas de- 
fense. 
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First HANDLEY-PAGE BomBING PLANE FLIEs. 
The first- Handley-Page bombing plane to be com- 
pletely made and assembled in’ an American factory 


and equipped with Liberty motors made its first official 
flight on July 6 at the fiying field of the Standard Air- 
eraft Corporation near Elizabeth, N.J. ‘The airplane 
was christened Langley, in hondr of Prof. Samuel P. 
Langley, and his nearest surviving male relative, Samuel 
P. Langley, jr., a nephew, was one of the passengers on 
the trial flight. Col. William Sempill, of the British 
Air Force, was the pilot and the observer was Capt. E. 
T. Waller, also of the B.A.F. Major Gen. William L. 
Kenly, Chief of the Department of Military Aeronautics, 
was one of the passengers. Benedict Crowell, Assistant 
Secretary of War, represented the War Department at 
the exhibition of the machine. The Langley is of the 
1915 type of Handley-Page and should not be confused 
with the 1918 Handley-Page super-aerial dreadnought 
with which it is proposed to make transatlantic flights. 
The 1915 type has a breadth of 150 feet across the wings, 
a fusilage length of 63 feet; its weight without bombs 
is 8, pounds. It has a bomb carrying capacity ¢f 
4,000 to 6,000 pounds, a passenger capacity of twenty 
and a fuel burning. capacity of sixty gallons per hour. 
Its official speed capacity is ninety miles an hour, but it 
is capable of higher speed. 
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Rute Towns WINcE at Bomsrne Rais. 
Another campaign has been undertaken along the 
Rhine to prevent the Allied aerial bombardment of towns 


on the river, says an Associated Press dispatch from 
Geneva on July 12. The Landtag of the Duchy of Baden 
has been asked to pass a resolution requesting the Goy- 
ernment of the Grand Duchy to exercise its influence 
with the imperial authorities to come to an arrangement 
with the belligerents to abandon, on both sides, the aerial 
bombardment of towns, outside the zone of military opera- 
tions. In a speech in the Landtag in favor of the proposi- 
tion, Deputy Narun declared that aerial attacks on 
localities behind the front serve no military purpose and 
that only innocent women and children suffer. In com- 
menting on this new campaign the Lausanne Gazette de- 
clares that the Germans, since the beginning of the 
war, have bombarded London and Paris with Zeppelins 
and airplanes more than a hundred times, while the 
Allies, during three years, for various reasons, were un- 
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able to reply, but did not whine. Now the Germans. it 
adds, after only a few months of bombardment of their 
open towns are trying “Kamerad !” ;

ENTENTE ALLIES Form Economic LEAGue. 

An economic association, described in Washingtoa 
as “an insurance against Germany’s being able to capi- 
talize her loot rather than a weapon to punish her for 
her crimes,” has been formed by the Entente Allies, ae 
cording to a statement made in London on July 14 by 
Lord Robert Cecil, British Under Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs. Whether Germany eventually shajj 
be admitted to this association, declared the British 
minister, will be determined by the test established by 
President Wilson when the President said on Dee, 4 
1917, that if the German people should still, after the 
war was over, “continue to be obliged to live under am- 
bitious and intriguing masters interested to disturb the 
peace of the world,” it might be impossible to admit 
them to the partnership of the nations or to free eg 
nomic intercourse. Lord Robert described this state 
ment by the President as a definition of the qualifies. 
tion for membership in the association of nations, and 
added: “To these declarations we give our warmest 
assent.”

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GENERAL MARCH’S WAR REVIEW. 
The Military Situation. 

In his review of the military situation for the week 
ending July 13, Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of Staff, 
said: 

“The activities along the various fronts have been of a 
minor character during the last week. Small raids along 
the French line have been continued with practically un- 
yarying success for the Allied arms. The only striking 
advance during the week is that on the Macedonian front, 
which has not heretofore come into these weekly talks. 
By shelling from the sea-by British and Italian monitors, 
the Austrian line was forced to withdraw and a gencral 
advance was made over this entire sector. At the farth- 
est voint the Italians advanced 22 miles. The advance in 
Albania was made largely by Italians, but on the right 
fluun vue 2 2cMCi @SSistcd, and on the coast, as I have said 
pefore, the Italian infantry acted in conjunction with 
monitors. This advance was over a crescent about 80 
miles long and was in the Balkan Mountains, which in 
this region rise to a height of from 2,700 to 4,000 feet. 
™he greatest advance which, as I have indicated, is 22 
miles, reached to Berat. Farther in from the seacoast the 
French and Italians are pushing westward down the 
valleys, making a gain there of some 6 miles.

Lieutenant Generals to be Appointed Later. 

In regard to how many men constitute an Army Corps, 
General March said: “You can say that an Army corps, 
as I have described it, contains from 225,000 to 250,000 
men. A field army in round numbers is 1,000,000 men. 
The policy of the War Department about corps com- 
manders is to wait until major generals get the experi- 
ence necessary in handling such a large number of men. 
When they have demonstrated that they can handle an 
army of that number the appointments of lieutenant gen- 
erals will be made.”

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THE COLT 45 AUTOMATIC, 

The Colt .45 automatic pistol which is being used with 
telling effect against the Germans by the Armies of the 
United States is interestingly described by Stephen Trask 
in Arms and the Man. In speaking of the early tests 
made of the pistol by the Ordnance Department of the 
Army Mr. Trask says: 

“Now it chanced that General Crozier, Chief of Ord- 
nance, realized that during these tests a principle of 
great potential value to the Army had been established. 
He therefore forbade publication of the results of the ex- 
periments for a period of ten years. Some indication of 
the results of those tests, however, might have been read 
by anyone who knew what had gone before, in the ap- 
parently arbitrary exclusion of all arms except those of 
45 caliber, when tryouts of automatic pistols were con- 
ducted three years later. 

“Still neglecting to refer to the cartridge tests of 1903, 
the Ordnance Department, in 1907, officially adopted the 
Colt automatic .45 as the service hand-gun, and at the 
outbreak of the war with Germany—for the sake of a 
production—added to the official ordnance list two makes 
of revolver which handle the same ammunition as the Colt 
automatic. How clear was the vision of General Crozier 
in withholding the details of the now almost forgotten 
tests is manifest in the fact that to-day, by all odds, the 
United, States has the best combat cartridge and the 
three best military hand-guns in the world, so far as bowl- 
ing over the Boche is concerned. They are the guns 
that halt the Hun, Against this thoroughly standardized 
equipment, the Kaiser’s officers and men rely, in battle- 
field emergencies, upon a miscellaneous and—from the 
standpoint of man-stopping—largely ineffective array of 
automatics ranging in caliber from .25 to .38, with an

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“HOME PARCELS” FOR OUR SOLDIERS. 


From London we receive a letter from George Haven 
Putnam, the publisher, major of volunteers in the Civil 
War, who is in England engaged in war work, calling 
attention to an appeal on behalf of the American sol- 
diers in France which has been brought into print in 
the leading journals on the other side and which has 
received encouraging response. The appeal, which is 
signed by Lady Charles Walston (by whom the sugges- 
tion initiated) and Major Putnam, says in part: 

“Many thousands of American soldiers are now on 
the fighting lines and in the receiving camps in France, 
shoulder to shoulder with the “‘Tommies’ and Poilus 
in the great fight against the Huns. We know the 
Americans are properly supplied with the neces- 
saries of life, but they are too far from their fami- 
lies to receive the little packages of coniforts that help 
soldiers to feel that they are not entirely cut off from 
home circles and that serve to lessen the loneliness of 
the camp and the trench. Transatlantic mails are now 
very slow, and we understand that packages have, in 
any case, been practically prohibited. The men are not 
likely to complain, but there is risk that when they see 
home packages arriving for their British comrades and 
none for them they may feel a wee bit homesick. 





“It is proposed that a committee be instituted to be 3 


charged with the duty of collecting funds with which to 
meet this need, and to keep the American soldiers 
cheered up. ‘Home parcels’ will be made up,. to include, 
of course, only unrationed articles, and these parcels 
will be distributed, as transportation can be secured, 
by turns to the men of the different commands. Even 
if the intervals between the packages must of necessity 
be considerable, an occasional arrival will save the sol- 
dier from the feeling that he has been entirely forgotten. 

“We ask all who may be interested in the purpose of 
this appeal (an appeal which is addressed particularly 
to Americans resident on this side) and who are will- 
ing to render any measure of co-operation, to send their 
names to Lady Walston, Newton Hall, Newton, Cam- 
bridge, England.” 

Major Putnam adds that among those who have 
already given co-operation are Lady Charles Walston, 
the Countess of Ancaster, the Countess of Ellesmere, 
Lady Mabel Egerton, the Hon. George Leveson Gower 
and Mrs. Gower, Col. Edward Matthey, Capt. Alexan- 
der Quicke, R.H., Lady. Herbert F. W. Gocdenough and 
Major Putnam himself. The committee in charge are 
addressing themselves particularly to Americans resi- 
dent on the other side of the Atlantic, but will be very 
glad to receive the co-operation from Americans at home. 

The committee in England will be ready to fill instruc- 
tions or requests in regard to any particular soldier to 
whom a package should be delivered. Communications 
should be sent to Lady Walston at the address given in 
the appeal. 
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TROOP MOVEMENTS. 


To THE Eprrork OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Captain Callan, Q.M.C., certainly should be congratu- 
lated on moving 24,000 men from Camp Mills in one 
day and has set a pace that will be hard to follow.

NEVERHASBEEN. 
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THE WORK OF THE ARMY CHAPLAIN. 


To THE Epiror oF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The general impression seems to be that the duties 
of the Army chaplain are confined to the. holding of re- 
ligious services. The fact of the matter is that this phase 
of his work occupies but a very small portion of his 
time. At Camp Lewis, Wash., eight Army chaplains 
fitted out their regimental halls as libraries and fest 
rooms with easy chairs, writing table, paper, ink, and 
other equipment. Three of these halls were provided 
with pool tables, pianos, phonograph and games. I am 
safe in saying that these regimental halls were just as 
popular with the men as the Y.M.C.A. huts. Other 
chaplains helped provide recreation for the men in the 
barracks. Part of the barracks was set aside for writing 
letters. Tables were provided. Phonographs and pianos 
were installed and games were to be had there. Occa- 
sionally, once or twice a month, entertainments were ar- 
ranged by each chaplain. These consisted of musical 
programs, dances, smokers, or lectures on interesting 
and useful subjects. 

In addition to this the chaplain is supposed to teach 
the common branches of English education to the illit- 
erate, and the foreign-speaking elements of his regiment. 
These schools convene daily, usually in the morning. 
Attendance at these schools is compulsory. In some 
regiments the chaplain was responsible for the vital sta- 
tistics; in some he was athletic officer and arranged for 
inter-company contests. Usually the post office for the 
regiment was under his care. 

He is the friend of the prisoner in the guard house. 
In our regiment he is the defending attorney for all pris- 
oners who come up for court-martial. It is the chap- 
lain’s business to counsel with the prisoners, so that 
they know their rights. The sick and the downhearted 
of a regiment are the chaplain’s special charge. He 
visits them as often as possible. He answers all inquiries 
from friends and relatives about the men, and frequently 
writes letters for them. He encourages them and helps 
them. On the hike and in the field the chaplain is sup- 
posed to be a jolly, good fellow. He is the one officer 
who “mixes” and gets personally acquainted with as 
many men as he can. He goes with them to the rifle 
range, to the machine gun schools. and the gas schools. 
He hears troubles and becomes a confidant. He is fre- 
quently able to lend his entire salary, if he doesn’t need 
it. Each Sunday he holds appropriate religious services. 
In Camp Lewis the chaplains.agreed to co-operate on 
this matter. Catliolic boys were sent to church with the 
Catholic chaplains; Methodists were sent to the Meth- 
odist chaplains; Episcopalians were sent to the camp 
pustors. 

As an organized body the chaplains at Camp Lewis 
applied to their commanding officer to have classes in 
first aid, sanitation, equitation and in martial law. 
They met with the Y.M.C.A. and the Knights of Colum- 
bus representatives. They also met with the camp pas- 
tors. These meetings were for the purpose of harmon- 
izing the work of these organizations. These agencies 
co-operated in getting out Easter greetings and Mother's 
day cards for the men in Camp Lewis. The chaplain’s 
organization at Camp Lewis was a mutual help organiza- 
tion. Many very fine papers were read at their meetings, 
and the chaplains presented ideas of how best to do their 
work. Each chaplain received new ideas of service. As 
the Government's agents they have plenty to do in look- 
ing after the spiritual and social welfare of the men.

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THE CHAPLAIN’S UNIFORM. 
To THE EprTor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

It is confidently hoped that the War Department will 
not adhere to its reported decision to make the chaplains 
humiliatingly conspicuous by singling them out as the 
only corps in the Army denied the right to wear their 
insignia of rank, for the following reasons: 

Congress has given the chaplains a very modest degree 
of promotion, less than any other officers’ corps, and yet 
this small degree of promotion has increased the effi- 
ciency of the chaplains very notably. It has given them 
a better status, increased their influence, and widened 
their sphere of usefulness. It has, moreover, rendered 
the corps more inviting to ——_ of trained ability. 
To take away the insignia of rank is apparently an effort 
to hide and conceal the status given the chaplains by 
law, and a status that is necessary for them to have in 
common with all other officers to protect them in their 
rights and privileges. The chaplains would not care the 
least about rank or the wearing of its symbols, were it 
not that rank is made to mean so much in the Army. It 
has to do with an officer’s pay, his quarters, his official 
position on boards, the courtesies extended him. It 
enters into social matters and affects his status and that 
of his family. So much and to such an extent is this 
true that any professional man would be embarrassed 
and humiliated in a hundred ways without the protec- 
tion of his rank. Whatever tends to embarrass and hu- 
miliate an officer among his brother officers has also its 
effect upon the enlisted men and weakens his influence 
and authority with them. 

To camouflage the chaplain's rank is a species of de- 
ception and insincerity that deceives no one, not even the 
dullest private, and serves no useful purpose whatever 
unless it be to gratify that remnant of prejudice existing 
among a few officers of the line that would deny rank and 
the wearing of its symbols to all staff corps. There is 
nothing in the character of a chaplain so disgusting to 
enlisted men as that Uriah Heep, or “poor, weak worm 
of the dust” type of humility. They like, above all 
things, manliness and sincerity in a chaplain. This con- 
cealment of the rank is simply to clothe the chaplain 
with a species of mock humility. 

Does the fact that some college, appreciating the 
ability, learning, and usefulness of a clergyman in civil 
life, confers the degree of D.D. or LL.D. upon that clergy- 
man lessen or weaken the latter’s influence among the 
people? Does the fact that a clergyman has been elected 
a Bishop lessen his usefulness? On the contrary does 
it not rather very much increase it? The suggestion 
therefore that a chaplain’s wearing of the insignia of 
bis rank interferes with his usefulness is either insincere 
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or wholly imaginary. What do practically all the older 
chaplains of the Army say? They are of the unanimous 
opinion that never before has the chaplains’ corps been 
so efficient nor so successful in their work among the 
men as during the past ten years—the period that marks 
the advent of their meager promotion. They further say 
that their rank and the wearing of its insignia has in- 
ereased their influence among the men. ’ 

The British and Canadian governments honor their 
chaplains by placing them on the same status as the 
medical corps. Some time ago, it was argued that our 
naval and military officers should be given higher rank, 
because they would be at a distinct disadvantage as com- 
pared with the officers of the Allied forces. Congress 
promptly granted the increased promotion. What must 
the chaplains of the other Allied forces think of the way 
we treat our chaplains? This denial of equality of op- 
portunity for increased promotion to the chaplains and 
this discrimination in the matter of uniform is undemo- 
eratic and un-American; it igs even unmilitary, for the 
prospect of promotion with all its rank and privileges is 
held out to the humblest private. 

Farr Pay. 
To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Much has been said about the change in chaplains’ 
insignia. Along with others, I beg to ask what will be 
gained by it? The chaplain is an officer with an officer's 
commission, and by what mode of reasoning the conclu- 
sion can be reached that he should not wear the insignia 
of his rank I do not know. Tt is a manifest injustice to 
the chaplains of the Army. Too many officers now look 
upon the chaplain and the work of the church in the 
regiment as a thing to be considered lightly. ‘The re- 
moval of the chaplain’s insignia seems to be a very diplo- 
matic way of saying to the Church that the War De- 
partment does not recognize its work in the Army. 

In regard to wearing the cross on the shoulder of the 
blouse, I have merely to say that a chaplain can not be 
recognized five feet away. The cross, lying flat on 
the shoulder, might be mistaken for the insignia of a 
general officer, as the general officer wears only the 
letters “U.S.” on the collar. If chaplains are officers 
they should be allowed to wear the insignia of their rank. 

The proposed change of the Roman cross to the shep- 
herd’s crook, will be, I think, a proper change. For all 
chaplains can wear the crook, whereas the Hebrews can 
not consistently wear the cross. I am a chaplain of the 
Christian faith, but I would welcome the change. The 
shepherd’s crook is symbolic of the chaplain’s work—he 
is a leader, a shepherd. 

I hope the War Department will not only revise its 
ruling in regard to depriving the chaplain of the in- 
signia of his rank, but that it will see iit to recommend 
that chaplains be promoted as other officers; and not, in 
these strenuous days, when chaplains are going “over 
the top” with their men, and dying in the trenches with 
them, hold them to seven years as a first lieutenant, when 
captains in other branches of the Service are becoming 
majors and lieutenant colonels in the short space of a 
few months.

MEDALS.

In your issue of June 22 I was sorry to find that you 
are not more in sympathy with the feeling that prompted 
the National Sculpture Society to protest against the 
adoption of the designs for the Distinguished Service 
Cross and the Distinguished Service Medal. I feel sure 
that had the designs been worthy of their high purpose 
those protesting would have been loudest in their praise. 
Although the criticism may have been “belated,” it is 
“never too late to mend.” - 

There seems to be an idea abroad that to be artistic 


is to be effeminate, but we are gradually outgrowing 
that prejudice. ‘The degree of appreciation of art is a 
criterion of the civilization of a nation, as is exempli- 
fied in France, the foremost patron of the fine arts, and 
an example to the world of enlightenment and of heroic 
courage in “a sea of troubles.” French medals are mod- 
eled by the masters of the art and vie in beauty with 
those of ancient Greece and Rome. When it comes to 
procuring designs for national certificates they put to 
shame our specimens in the same field. 

In this connection may I mention the hopeless char- 
acter of the diplomas presented to graduates of the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis? Such a conglomeration 
of griffins, eagles, columns, ships, dolphins, Neptune, 
flags and “America” it would be difficult to imagine. 
The diploma bears the signatures of the honored faculty 
as if certifying to scholarship and at the same time en- 
dorsing the ludicrous design that it is a disgrace to any 
institution of learning to retain. Ike the designs for 
the cross and the medal, it was probably the first thing 
offered, and has been adhered to ever since, despite its 
flagrant bad taste. 

On the occasion of the semi-centennial of Franklin’s 
death, Congress presented a commemorative medal to 
France. Knowing how much that country valued art, 
pains were taken not to discredit us in the eyes of so 
fastidious a people, and therefore our finest sculptor, 
the late Augustus St. Gaudens, was given the com- 
mission to design the medal. Not fearing such nice dis- 
crimination in this country, where one medal is sup- 
posed to be as good as another, when it was decided to 
have a medal struck to honor our brave soldiers, which, 
in order to do justice to the subject ought to be of the 
highest type of the medalist’s art, the design is found 
to be of so mediocre a character and so unworthy of its 
object as to evoke a protest from the Sculpture Society. 

It frequently happens in the Army and Navy that 
officers, besides their ordinary duties, are called to de- 
cide upon the merits of architectural designs, and are 
often charged with their execution. Many are the mis- 
takes made for lack of qualifications to weigh the mer- 
its of a design or to see to their proper execution after- 
wards. Would it not be a wise thing to adopt the ad- 
vice of Prof. Frank O. Marvin and establish a course of 
engineering stheti¢és near the close of the Academy 
life? Here is what he says: “So far as the writer 
knows, there is but one American text-book, Professor 
Johnson’s book on bridges, that includes any discussion 
of the matter. It would be a great help and stimulus 
to-a young graduate, at least opening his eyes to the 
fact that there is such a thing as art and architecture.” 
It would be especially beneficial to naval officers who, 
in the course of the Service, visit all the countries 
abroad, and have unusual opportunities to study, yet for 
lack of previous training lose much of the pleasure and 
benefit to be derived from seeing the treasures of Eu- 
rope and the great monuments the past. More than 
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one naval friend has confessed to me how much he felt 

the need of such elementary training, although in scien. 

tific attainments he was educated up to the top-notch,

It is a matter of common | ge 
that the only “child’’ who is self-supporting at teen 
is one who has been withdrawn from schoo! at a: rly 
age and compelled to labor with his hands and who, for 
lack of an education, will be forced to rely upon ual 
labor for the remainder of his life. The average “chjjq@” 
is just about finishing his high school course at eighteen, 
and is not only not self-supporting but is an added ex. 
pense because he is receiving further education. Where 
there is a wife or a dependent parent the abov of no 
importance, but where there is neither the injustice of 
the Comptroller’s decision is apparent. 

A concrete case will better explain this. My daughter, 
an only child, will be eighteen in August. Her mother 
died and I have no dependent parent. She has just 
finished high school and I propose to send her to ck 
lege so that she may prepare herself to be self-support- 
ing. In her present state of education she could at 
most become a clerk or a domestic servant, where as with 
further education she could fit herself to do work of 
more value to the country. In the meantime she is ag 


dependent upon me for support as she ever has been 
and I am compelled to maintain an abode for her. 

Unless the Comptroller's decision is based upon a 
fixed and legal interpretation of the meaning of the word 
“child” it can be easily changed so as to include a 
“child” who is over eighteen but who is in fact not self- 
supporting. If it is considered necessary to establish 
an age at which a “child” should be self-supporting, 
this age should not be under twenty-one, although few 
persons who are preparing themselves for ahything more 
than manual labor are really self-supporting at twenty- 
one. 


COLONEL OF INFANTRY, 
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REGULAR AND RESERVE OFFICERS. 
To THe Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JourRNAL: 

Referring to the contribution “The New Officers in 
the Service” on page 1596 of your issue of June 15, 
signed “Engineer Officer,” it would appear that some- 
thing is wrong if the conditions described are general, 
It is impossible for one officer to draw general dedue 
tions from his own experience, as his observations are 
bound to be more or less local, but to offset the impres- 
sion gained by reading the article above referred to, the 
writer desires to present an entirely opposite view, gath 
ered from his own observations. 

An engineer engaged in civil work but holding a com- 
mission as an Enginecr Reserve officer was ordered®to 
active duty in July, 1917, and with the exception of the 
first two months has‘been in intimate contact with Regu- 
lar Army officers, the ten months of experience covering 
four different assignments. Owing to the nature of his 
work, more or less unpleasantness has arisen between 
this particular Reserve officer and other officers with 
whom he has becn associated; but in only two instances 
have those unpleasant relations been with officers of the 
Regular Army, and one of these two officers was not & 
graduate of West Point. In the other case, the writer 
is ready to admit that the Reserve officer was as much 
at fault.as the member of the Regular Establishment. 
A number of cases stand out most prominently as hav 
ing been full of possibilities for friction and unpleasant- 
ness for the officer so recently from civil life, but the 
courtesy and consideration shown by the Regular Army 
officers went far beyond the actual requirements of the 
case and made at least one man who is new in the game 
prefer to work with men who know thoroughly their 
part of the game of war and who are ready and willing 
to co-operate heartily with men from civil life who, om 
account of some special qualifications, have been given & 
certain rank aud who are anxious to become assi®r 
lated as rapidly as possible. 

ANOTHER ENGINEER OFFICER.

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from reports July 11-17.) 





THE WESTERN FRONT. 


Encmy Offensive to Encircle Reims. 


A German offensive on a great scale opened on July 15 
with the encirclement of Reims and the French salient 
in the Reims area for its object, but met in its opening 
ard presumably most dangerous days with only a partial 
and local measure of success, so slight indeed as to create 
an carly impression of an enemy failure Attacking 
simultaneously to the east and west of the city over a 
front of eighty miles extent between the extreme limits of 
the main operations, the German forces at no point 
effected a penetration of more than five miles into the 
Ally positions in the first three days, and lost much of 
their gain at critical points before French ard American 
attacks before thi. period had passed. 


That the offensive had been foreseen is generally as- 
The methods taken to meet 
bear out the assertion. It receives further c =- 
frmation from published predictions ante- 
dating its occurrence, and from the various reports of 
the discovery of concentrations of men, artillery anc pon- 
toons and the like, in the course of the week preceding. 
In the failure of the enemy to effect a surprise will be 
found one of the chief reasons for his inability to accom- 
plish the intended gains. ‘The counter-prepara‘ion, en- 
tirely lacking on the French side in the great Aisne offen- 
sive of June 9, were in the present case complete and 
elaborate. While it is true that the enemy overcame the 
handicap of a fairly accurate knowledge of his inten- 
tions in his Somme offensive of March 23, against the 
British, he took a desperate chance in attempting to play 
a visible hand against the Ally forces on the present occa- 
sion, maintained as they cre under the single and able 
leadership now established. 

The week under review began with wet, cloudy days, 
unfavorable to the launching of the enemy’s contem- 
plated enterprise. To the wet weather, high streams and 
water-clogged roads of the preceding fortnight, the delay 
that held off the offensive for an unusually extended 
period has been widely attributed. Although an attack 
was expected in the Reims area from day to day as 
it had been since the repulse of the direct assault upon 
Reims on June 18, the Allies kept up their course of 
successful local advances on the Amiens front and on 
the eastern face of their Compiegne salient. On the 
night of June 10, a French detachment assaulted and 
took the village of Corcy, situated just sovth of the rail- 
road where it issues from the Villers-Cotterets forest, 
passing eastward. With it fell into French hands the cha- 
teau and farm_of St. Paul, to the south. On July 11, the 
French, operating on the north of the same railroad line, 
took the village of Longpont, with adjoining ground, com- 
pleting the gain of a strong defensive position in this 
locality. On July 12 they advanced on the Ayre River, in 
the sector east of Amiens, in a vigorous local attack, 
seizing the village of Castel, taking over 600 prisoners 
and advancing a mile and a quarter over broken terri- 
tory to the eastern edge of the Rouvrelles plateau from 
which the enemy after several months’ tenure was thus 
entirely expelled. On July 13, at Longpont, the French 
advanced eastward over the Saiveres River, meeting 
slight resistance, but did not attempt further deep pene- 
tration. They also advanced their lines between Mont- 
didier and the Oise River, at the Porte farm, a distance 
of 500 yards. In no case did the enemy make any ade- 
quate effort to repulse or offset these minor advances. It 
seemed likely that the German commanders west of 
Chateau-Thierry had orders to avoid serious efforts such 
as might divert power from the intended blow east of 
that point. 

At midnight on the opening of July 15, there opened 
asudden and intense German bombardment along most of 
the front between Chateau-Thierry on the River Marne 
and Massiges in Champagne. In its fury and the use of 
mustard gas shells it resembled those that had preceded 
the other German drives of this year. The French ar- 
tillery, in its response, furnished a feature not previ- 
ously witnessed on the defense’s side. Apparently pre- 
pared as to time and place, it delivered a counter-bom-

-bardment rivalling the enemy in intensity and consider- 


ably impeding his operations, on the Marne River in 
particular. In the course of the morning, from 4:30 till 
seven, the infantry attacks of the enemy Cceveloped. In 
their objectives as in their methods and degrees of suc- 
tess they varied greatly. 

The German infantry operations indeed amounted to 
two widely separate and somewhat disconnected battles, 
that to the west of Reims and that to the east of the city. 
The attacks against Reims itself were hardly more than 
perfunctory, delivered with the purpose of holding the de- 
fenders in that part of the line engaged, and raising un- 
certainty as to the chief points of pressure. The main 
pressure west of Reims took the form of an advance 
across the Marne River, between Chateau-Thierry and 
Dormans, a front of fifteen miles. That east of Reims 
fonsisted of an attack on the line from Prunay southeast 
of the city, eastward to Massiges in Champagne, some-

Americans Mcet the Enemy at the Marne. 


The Marne battle involved, on the part of the 
Teutonic forces, the difficult task of crossing a con- 
Siderable stream in the face of a strong defense. 
But at Jaulgonne, the midpoint in the river front, 
e ehemy had a favorable point for crossing. A north- 
Watd bend of the Marne here produced a small salient, 
‘faimst which the enemy could concentrate superior force 
tom two sides. The bank on the Ally side was low, and 
‘small stream, the Surmelin, emptying from the south, 
Prected the weak point. The south bank was held by 
wench and merican troops, chiefly American, toward 
gateau-Thierry and at Jaulgonne and thence eastward, 
4iefly French. In the Chateau-Thierry area the Ameri- 
ai were destined to renew and to outdo their services 
ast month, and indeed to perform the most consider- 
part that they had yet played in the war; eastward 


they were to co-operate vigorously with French units in 
defense and counter-attack. 

The Germans sought to cross simultaneously at numer- 
ous points, while establishing their main crossing. At 
Chateau-Thierry, their westernmost point on the north 
bank, their efforts failed before the strong American fire. 
Between Chateau-Thierry and Fossoy, a space of some 
four miles, their crossings were delayed, their parties on 
the north bank punished by American machine guns, for 
some hours. At last, using some 200 canvas boats, each 
containing twenty men, they contrived with heavy loss to 
transfer a division to the south bank about ten a.m. and 
to lodge themselves on the heights at the bank, driving 
out the defenders. Here they maintained themselves for 
four hours, but without material advance. At Mezy, on 
the Americans’ extreme right, in the Jaulgonne bend, they 
took the village, failing, however, it is reported, to re- 
duce a single platoon of Americans who held out in a 
cellar and were later rescued. Shortly after noon, the 
American supporting units were rallied and threw them- 
selves against the enemy, clearing the entire west bank 
temporarily as far east as Mezy. The performance was 
an unusual one, in that the intensity of the initial pres- 
sure in the German drives has seldom left the defense in 
condition to counter-attack on the first day. The Ameri- 
cans took about 1,000 prisoners, including the commander 
and staff of a battalion, the unit being virtually destroyed. 

German crossings at Jaulgonne and farther east were 
meanwhile effected, after much delay and loss. The main 
enemy forces, in successive divisions, pressed southward 
taking Crczency, Condé Wood, St. Agnan, La Chapelle 
and Monthodon, and thus penetrating to a maximum of 
four miles south from the river. At the same time others 
moved eastward, up the south bank successively, tcking 
Dormans and reaching the cdge of Mareuil, five miles 
beyond. The French held them on the high ground be- 
tween Mareuil and Leuvrigny, two miles south. 

On July 16 the attack failed to make further material 
progress in this area. The assailants had accomplished 
the difficult task of crossing, but could not press their 


gain. They took Festigny, just south of Leuvrigny in 
their eastward movement, but on the south they were 
held. (€n the west, by reason of their presence on the 


south bank, they established themselves in Mezy and 
occupied the south bank as far as Gland. This lateral 
extension gave the opening for a counter-move from the 
south against the wideSpread line with the river at its 
back. Without waiting for the arrival of distant reserves, 
the French and Americans attacked the center of the 
enemy line, at St. Agnan, La Chapelle and Monthodon. 
They took the three villages and in addition rushed the 
heights to the north, commanding the river. marked by 
the farms of Bourdonnerie and Clos-Milon. At this point 
the Germans were pressed back to within about two miles 
of the stream, and ran immediate danger of being split 
into separate halves, each with the Marne behind it. The 
offensive had failed to maintain its impetus through the 
second day, in spite of half-a-<dozen pontoon bridges over 
which troops and supplies were pouring over the Marne. 
The counter-attack on the second day indeed materially 
reduced the new front and impaired the enemy position. 

On the north bank the German lines were advanced 
eastward to the outskirts of Chatillon a slight gain in- 
volving no heavy fighting. The attacks thence eastward 
to Reims were of secondary importance. 


East of Reims. 

The batile in Champagne, east of Reims, went even 
less favorably for the enemy. The attacks took place on 
the morning of July 15, and were renewed on July 16. 
They took the form of numerous parallel thrusts chiefly 
in the ficlds of Prunay, north of Prosner, Souain and 
Massiges. The French evacuated the village of Prunay 
to fall back behind the Vesle River, a mile to the south. 
Here after violent and protracted fighting they held their 
positions. Of some thirty divisions of Germans identified 
in the first two days, some fifteen operated in the Cham- 
pagne sector. The enemy, farther east, gained the battle- 
field of the Champagne heights, south of Moronvillers. 
now of little value to the Allies, but was held along the 
line of the Roman road to the south. At no point did 
the German penetration exceed four miles of barren and 
featureless territory. The armies of Generals von Boehm 
and yon Below, engaged in this area, sustained a discour- 
aging check in the opening days of the offensive. 


Elsewhere on the Western Front. 


Northwest of Chateau-Thierry American troops sus- 
tained a severe bombardment on the night of July 14-15. 
Belieau and Roche woods and Vaux village were espec- 
ially singled out. At six in the morning the enemy at- 
tacked Vaux with two battalions, apparently to divert 
attention from the main enterprise farther east. The 
Americans, after repulsing the attack with rifle fire, ad- 
vanced in turn, improving their line and taking a few 
prisoners. 

Little fighting was reported as having taken place in 
eastern France, but the Verdun front was shelled by 
the enemy in connection with the Reims offensive, and 
minor fighting occurred in the Vosges. The British 
front remained quiet in the main. East of Viillers-Bre- 
tonneux the British effected several successive slight 
gains. South of Ypres, on the front east of Dickebusch 
Lake, the Germans were driven back somewhat and 
lost 328 prisoners. The British statements reported a 
number of trench raids. 

Quiet in Italy. 

The virtual close of the recent periods of activity on 
the Italian front was marked by the least active week 
that has passed in some time. The Italians kept with- 
in their newly acquired lines along the whole length of 
the Piave from the Montello to the coast. In the north- 
ern upland area the Austrians, with diminishing vigor, 
attempted to keep up some show of offensive enterprise. 
Their attack at Carone on July 11 failed with some loss. 
Renewed on the following day, it was driven back in 
bayonet fighting. An unsuccessful Austrian attack on 
the Brenta was noted July 15. On the 16th the Italians 
were reported to have effected a local gain in the north- 
ern region of Mt. Gruppa with the capture of ninety- 
four prisoners. 

Aliy Advance in Southern Albania. 

Continuing their advance in southern Albania, the 
Italians have taken Berat and driven the Austrians 
back behind the Semeni River in their movement from 
Avlona. The French in their concentric movement from 
Konitza down the Devoli River have advanced more 
than thirty miles northwestward to the confluence. of 
the Tomorica. The Italians have taken about 1,800 
prisoners, the French about 500. A direct and favor- 
able line has thus been established from Avylona to 
Monastir via the course of the Semeni River and the 
highlands north of the Devoli River. 

The Italians apparently occupied Berat on July 10 
or 11... They seized there a quantity of war stores which 
the enemy lacked time to remove northward to Elbasan. 
By the capture of Berat enemy enterprises against Av- 
lona from the east or Monastir from the west are made 


no longpr possible, while Elbasan, the chief enemy Lase 
in the Albanian interior, is menaced. 

In Macedonia minor clashes occurred in the Vardar 
and Struma regions, between the Bulgars and the Greek 
and British troops. 


Other Fronts. 

According to a Moscow dispatch. British troops ad- 
vancing southward from a landing place on the Mur- 
man coast have occupied Kem on the railway route to 
Petrograd, and have declared the Murman region to be 
under the protection of the Ally powers. 

_On the eastern border of Russia, Moscow reports the 
city of Kazan, 430 miles east of Moscow, has been occt- 
pied by Czecho-Slovak forces after a fight with a Bol- 
shevik garrison. The Czecho-Slovaks are said to have 
extended their control on the lower Volga River and to 
be recruiting Russian auxiliaries to their force. New 
reports affirm the spread of the Czechs’ control in west- 
ern Siberia. They are said to hold the Transsiberian 
railroad from Cheliabinsk in the Urals eastward 1 
miles to Krasnoyarsk. 

In Palestine the British on the mountain ridge north 
of Jericho were attacked on July 13 and momentarily 
driven back, but the British official statement reports 
that they restored their positions, capturing some 500 
prisoners, about half of them Germans. 





Secretary of War Baker made the following statement 
to the press on the afternoon of July 18: “The Depart- 
ment has received from General Pershing an official con- 
firmation of the opening of the counter-offensive along 
the lines carried in the newspaper dispatches. Ameri- 
can troops are participating both as complete divisions 
and as units in association with the French. The first 
objectives seem everywhere to have been attained, and 
while no accurate count has been made it is elear that 
many prisoners have been taken, and guns and other war 
materiél captured. Our official reports also confirm the 
fact that the American soldiers advanced with the great- 
est dash and gallantry, and were still advancing when 
last heard from.” 

The press dispatches of July 18 and 19 announce that 
General Foch began a ccunter-offensive early on the 
morning of July 18 in which the American forces took a 
most important part, operating in conection with French 
troops. On a 28-mile front the Allies pushed the Ger- 
mans back six and a half miles, recapturing twenty towns 
and villages. American troops in the section west of 
Soissons alone took more than 4,000 prisoners, captured 
fifty cannon, a great number of machine guns and an 
immense quantity of other military material. The French 
and Americans, co-operating closely reached the outskirts 
of Soissons, having fought their way six miles eastward 
along the banks of the Aisne to the little river Crise, 
which flows southwest of the city. South of Soi 
the advancing Allied troops reached Rozieres, cutting the 
main road to Chateau-Thierry, after driving the Ger- 
mans back cight miles from their starting point on the 
Fonteny-Laversine road, although the actual penetra- 
tion was two miles less. 

It is agreed that this movement is one of the most im- 
portant of the war, and one which, it is safe to say, 
would not have been possible without the assistance of 
the Americans. So well was this flanking attack planned 
and executed, that it was a complete surprise to the 
enemy. Artillery, infantry and aviation detachments 
worked together with the greatest effectiveness. 

The larger part of the enemy’s troops engaged were 
those of the German Crown Prince. The bringing into 
action of French cavalry, which badly cut up the re- 
treating Germans was one of the une and dram- 
atic features of the battle. At last accounts prisoners 
were still being brought in by the Americans and French, 
together with many guns of various descriptions. 
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GENERAL SUANKS ON MANAGEMENT OF THE SOLDIER. 


A very useful and practical booklet, written by Major 
Gen. David —. Shanks, N.A., is that recently issued en- 
titled “Mazagement of the American Soldier.” Pre- 
pared at the suggestion of Mr. Thomas F. Ryan, of New 
York, who bas two sons in our Army, and published at 
his expense for free distribution to those for whom it is 
intended, it will be of spegial service to young officers 
who have entered the Service from civil life and whose 
kuowledge of the management of men they are called on 
to command it is to be assumed is limited; but it is also 
of interest and value to officers whose training and ex- 
perience have been more extensive. As General Shanks 
says in his introduction, men are the tools of the mili- 
tary profession; without at least a fair knowledge of 
how to use these tools the young officer is likely to lose 
much of his efficiency. In explanation of the origin of 
his admirable work General Shanks adds: “Strange to 
say, the young officer seeking some written guide to 
assist him in learning this important part of his pro- — 
fession (the handling of men) will have great difficulty in 
finding it. We have lectures and manuals and treatises 
and text-books on all sorts of technical subjects, but on 
the subject of how to manage men—the most important 
subject of all—the young officer will find pretty nearly a 
barren field. A few paragraphs in Army tions, a 
few scattered magazine articles and a general order or 
two compose the literature evailable. Neither at West 
Point nor at our Service Schools has this subject re- 
ceived the attention it deserves. Apparently our young 
officers are expected to pick up this part of their train- 
ing by intuition and observation.” mong the subjects 
considered are: Some disadvantages; qualifications of 
officers ; treatment of the American soldier by his officer ; 
pride of the soldier in his organization; proper distribu- 
tion of duties; criticism; drunkenness; personal ac- 
guaintance with his men; loyalty; appointment and use 
of non-commissioned officers; tact; duty; decision of 
character; initiative and self-confidence; saluting; dis- 
cipline ; leadership; respect for the uniform. A number 
of copies of the booklet have been sent to each of our 
camps and cantonments, and a copy is put aboard our 
transports for each officer bound on foreign service.

Capt. George R. Clark, U.S.N., whose nomination to 
be Judge Advocate General of the Navy, for four years, 
with the rank of rear admiral, was confirmed by the 
Senate on July 12, is a graduate of the U.S.N.A., class 
of 1880. He. has been acting as Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral for some time. Previous to this duty he was com- 
mandant of the naval station at Hawaii. Judge Advo- 
cate General Clark has had an extensive sea service in 
various parts of the world, and during the war with 
Spain he served aboard the monitor Puritan in Cuban 
and Porto Rican waters. While attached to the Mono- 
cacy in Chinese waters in 1900, he was on duty at Taku, 
in charge of the Tientsin railway. 

The nomination of Col. Theodore C. Lyster, Med. 
Corps, N.A. (lieutenant colonel, U.S.A.), to be a briga- 
dier general, N.A., from June 3, was recently confirmed 
by the Senate. General Lyster was born in Kansas July 
10, 1875, and entered the Army as a private in the Hos- 
pital Corps June 22, 1898. He was appointed an assist- 
ant surgeon in the Army in 1900 and is a graduate of the 
University of Michigan. 

Capt. William St. J. Jervey, Inf., U.S.A., who was 
recently honorably discharged from the National Army as 
major and has been placed on the retired list, is a gradu- 
ate of the South Carolina Military Academy, and‘served 
in the Volunteer Artillery of that state in the war with 
Spain. In 1899 he enlisted in the 7th Artillery, Regu- 
lar Army, and was appointed a second lieutenant in the 
27th Infantry Feb. 2, 1901. He has been under treat- 
ment at the Walter Reed General Hospital. 
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RECENT DEATHS. 

Major Gen. George Whitefield Davis, U.S.A., retired, 
who died in Washington, D.C., July 12, 1918, was 
buried in Arlington Cemetery July 15 with military 
honors. He was born in Connecticut, July 26, 1839, 
and first entered the military service in the Civil War 
in November, 1861, serving as a-Q.M. sergeant in the 
11th Infantry, Conn. Volunteers. He rose to the rank 
of major and Q.M. of volunteers, and received the brevet 
rank of major March 13, 1865, for faithful and meri- 
torious services during the war. He took part in the 
battles of Newbern, South Mountain, Antietam, Fred- 
ericksburg, siege of Suffolk, Drury’s Bluff, Cold Har- 
bor, Fort Harrison, etc. General Davis entered the 
Regular Army as a captain, 14th Infantry, Jan. 22, 
1867. He was major 1lth Infantry Aug. 16, 1894; was 
transferred to the 9th Infantry in 1897; promoted lieu- 
tenant colonel 14th Infantry, 1898; and colonel 2: 
Infantry, 1899. He was appointed brigadier general 
Feb. 2, 1901, and major general July 21, 1902. He was 
retired for age July 26, 1903. During the war with 
Spain he served as brigadier general of volunteers. Gen- 
eral Davis was assistant engineer in completing the 
Washington Monument, and also took an active part 
in the early work of building the Panama Camal. He 
was i’rovost Marshal General of the Philippine Division 
in 1901-02 and Governor of the Panama Canal Zone in 
1904-05. For his work in China he received the first 
gold medal presented by the Red Cross. 


Rear Admiral Henry B. Mansfield, U.S.N., retired, died 
of paralysis July 17, 1918, in his home, No. 368 Hancock 
street, Brooklyn, N.Y. He was first stricken fourteen 
years ago while in command of the battleship Iowa. The 
stroke which proved fatal came on July 6. Admiral 
Mansfield was born in New York March 5, 1846. He 
went to sea in the clipper sloop Golden Gate as third 
mate in 1851. He entered the Naval Academy in Feb- 
ruary, 1863, and served in the famous yacht America 
when she was armed and went in search of Confederate 

rivateers, also in 1863. He was graduated from the 

aval Academy in 1867, after serving in the Marion, 
Macedonian, Winnipeg and Minnesota. Among other 
duties he was in a number of vessels in the Pacific Fleet. 
During the expedition to Liberia in 1869 he was in com- 
mand of a launch from the Mohegan, which cut out and 
burned the piratical steamer Forward in Tecupan River, 
Mexico. He served on torpedo duty and in the coast 
survey and in several vessels of the Asiatic Squadron. 
He was in command of a number of vessels in the Coast 
Survey Service and performed a great deal of hydro- 
graphic work, both at home and abroad. He also served 
in the Light House Department, and was retired June 
15, 1905, after twenty-five years and ten months sea 
service, and twenty-one years and four months of shore 
duty. He is survived by his wife and two daughters, the 
Misses Louise B. and Hilda B. Mansfield. 

Lieut. Col. Charles G. Starr, U.S.A., retired, died in 
San Antonio, Texas, on July 12, 1918. He was born in 
Illinois Feb. 25, 1857, and was graduated from the U.S. 
M.A., as an additional second lieutenant, and assigned 
to the ist Infantry in June, 1878. He served on the 
froutier at various posts until May, 1883, when he was 
detailed as professor of military science and tactics at 
Illinois Normal University. After that he served in 
California, and in 1898 was Acting Inspector General, 
5th Corps, Tampa, Fla., and at Santiago de Cuba. He 
was appointed major and Inspector General of Volun- 
teers Aug. 13, 1898. He served in the Philippines, and 
was Inspector General, Ist Division, 8th Army Corps, 
from March 18 to Sept. 6, 1899. He participated in the 
engagement at Santiago de Cuba in July, 1898, and in 
the various battles, skirmishes and movements of Gen- 
eral Lawton’s command in the campaigns of Santa Cruz, 
San Isidro and Zapote, Luzon, P.I., during April, May 
and June, 1899. He was promoted major, 25th Infantry, 
in 1901, and lieutenant colonel, 8th Infantry, Sept. 4, 
1906. Colonel Starr was retired Oct.31, 1906, after more 
than thirty-two years’ service. He had been a resident 
of San Antonio for the past ten years, and is survived 
by his widow, two sisters, Mrs. J. V. Buchanan, of Con- 
necticut, and Mrs. R. J. Hanna, of Detroit, Mich. His 
remains were buried July 14 with full military honors, 
the funeral taking place from the residence, 125 West 
Ashby place. The pallbearers included Col. D. E. Me- 
Carthy, U.S.A. Interment was in the National Cem- 
etery. 

The death from pneumonia of Lieut. Col. Frank C. 
Todd, Med. Corps, Nat. Army, at Camp Dodge, Iowa 
July 4, 1918, is announced with deep regret in general 
orders by Brig. Gen. W. D. Beach, commanding the 
88th Division. General Beach says in his order: 
“Lieutenant Colonel Todd, who was in command of the 
base hospital at Camp Dodge, was born on Oct. 15, 
1869, in Minneapolis, Minn., graduating in medicine 
at the University of Minnesota in 1892, he served con- 
tinuously as professor thereat from 1899 until he entered 
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the Army. Endowed with a.keen and receptive mind, 
he — by study and research in the line of his 
rofession at various periods in New York, London, 
aris, Berlin and Vienna, so that when he volunteered 
for service as an Army surgeon in the present war he 
was well fitted to take the high position he soon attained. 
At various times in his life Colonel Todd held impor- 
tant offices in opthalmological associations, being presi- 
dent of:the Minnesota Academy of Medicine in 1914, 
president of the Opthalmological Section of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association in 1915 and at other times 
president of the Minnesota Academy of Ophthalmology 
and secretary of the American Board of Ophtalmic Ex- 
aminers. Lieutenant Colonel Todd was one of the first 
National Army medical officers assigned to duty in the 
base hospital at this cantonment. Bringing with him 
to this division the skill and experience fur which he 
was so justly renowned in his civil practice, he labored 
unceasingly for the betterment of conditions here, with 
the result that when the occasion arose the War De- 
partment left him permanently in command of the base 
hospital, an honor indicative of the absolute confidence 
reposed in him by the Surgeon Geueral of the Army. 
In combating an extremely virulent type of pneumonia, 
which fot a time was prevalent here, Lieutenant Colonel 
Todd labored incessantly and with marked success, weak- 
ening possibly his own powers of resistance. His life 
was a sacrifice in the cause for which his country is 
at war just as certainly as if his death had occurred on 
the battlefields of France. The funeral of the deceased 
took place on Saturday afternoon, July 8, in Minneapo- 
lis, with full military honors. To the bereaved wife and 
children the sympathy of the division commander and 
of the officers and men of the 88th Division and of the 
base hospital, Camp Dodge, is extended. Colonel Todd’s 
work and sacrifice will be a heritage to his family and 
an inspiration to his fellow soldiers.” 

Capt. C. A. Wright, U.S.A., retired, died on July 5, 
1918, at Iowa City, Iowa. 2 

Lieut. Clarence A. Dennis, Co. G, 6th Regiment, U.S. 
Marines, killed in France in the capture of Bouresches 
on June 6, was specially commended for marked cour- 
age in leading his platoon through an artillery and ma- 
chine gun fire and kept his firing line supplied with am- 
munition. Lieutenant Dennis was twenty-one years 
old, and prior to enlisting lived at 151 Euclid avenue, 
Hackensack, N.J. He was appointed an officer in the 
U.S.M.C. from civil life in 1917, after graduating from 
a military school at Manlius, N.Y. He went to France 
in January and served near Toul for several months. 
In the latter part of May the regiment went eighteen 
miles in motor trucks to the front lines, where they met 
German shock troops, driving them back. Lieutenant 
Dennis was awarded the Distinguished Service Cross 
by General Pershing for “extrordinary courage on the 
field. of battle.”

Herbert A. Buermeyer, O.R.C., attached 
to Co. BE, 9th Infantry, Regular Army, who was killed 
in action in France on July 2, was a member of the 
New York Athletic Club and nephew of Harry E. 
Buermeyer, only living founder of that club and a 
prominent athlete and boxer in the old days. Lieuten- 
ant Bauermeyer was a graduate of the Manual Train- 
ing High School, Brooklyn, and of Columbia University. 
He played on the football team fhere in 1915 and was 
captain of the 1914 soccer team. He entered the first 
Plattsburg training camp, was commissioned a second 
lieutenant of Infantry in August and left for France in 
September. 

Paymr. Clerk John Edward Colcord, U.S.N., retired, 
died at Portsmouth, N.H., July 14, 1918, at the age of 
seventy-four years. He was born in Portsmouth Feb. 24, 
1844, and he was early a clerk in the office of Hon. 
Ichabod Goodwin, War Governor of New Hampshire, 
and during the Civil War was time clerk in the con- 
struction department at the Portsmouth Navy Yard; 
later holding other civil clerkships there. “He served 
many years as a pay clerk in the U.S. Navy,” writes Pay 
Dir. Joseph Foster, U.S.N., “most of the time with me, 
being credited in the Navy Register with six years and 
four months’ sea service, and fourteen years and eight 
months’ shore duty—a total of twenty-one years. He 
retired for age, June 24, 1910, and for several years 
has been an invalid and confined to his home. As pay 
clerk, he was chief clerk to the paymaster of the yard 
and purchasing pay officer, navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H., 
1890-1893 ; and pay clerk of the U.S. cruiser San Fran- 
cisco, North Atlantic, South Atlantic and European, Sta- 
tions, 1893-1896, during which time the San Francisco 
bore the flags of Rear Admirals A. BE. K. Benham, Os- 
ear E. Stanton, William A. Kirkland and Thomas O. 
Selfridge; and was present at Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, 
Jan. 29, 1894, when Admiral Benham cleared his fleet 
for action in defense of American interests, endangered 
by the Brazilian men of war in revolt against the gov- 
ernment of that republic. He was again chief clerk to 
the paymaster of the yard and Karcaseine ay officer, 
navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H., 1 1899, e was pay 
clerk of the cruiser New York, 1899-1900, and of 
the battleship Kearsarge, 1900-1901, which vessels bore 
the flags of Rear Admirals William T. Sampson; Nor- 
man H. Farquhar and Francis J. Higginson. Afterwards 
he was chief clerk to the general storekeeper, navy yard, 
Portsmouth, N.H., 1901-1910. A good friend, a zealous 
officer, and a wonderfully exact and accurate account- 
ant, he leaves many friends, won in his active life, to 
mourn his loss.”

Lieut. Quentin Roosevelt, A.S.S.R.C., youngest son of 
former President Theodore Roosevelt, according to un- 
official newspaper dispatches was reported killed at Cha- 
teau-Thierry July 14, when attacked by a German squaé- 
ron, while he was returning from a patrol fight. His ma- 
chine fell inside the enemys’ lines. General Pershing, 
however, in cabling the fact that Lieutenant Roosevelt 


was reported missing expressed the hope that he landed 
safely and might still be alive. Major Richard Derby, 
M.R.C., son-in-law of Colonel Roosevelt, sent a telegram 
on July 18 that he was confident Lieutenant Roose 
velt was unhurt. He was a graduate of Harvard, and 
had attended the officers’ camp at Plattsburg. He @- 


listed in the Signal Reserve Corps April 20, 1917, and 
soon qualified as a flyer. He was commissioned a first 
lieutenant in July 1917. On July 10, 1918, he brought 
down his first German airplane in a battle fought at an 
altitude of 5,000 yards. Lieutenant Roosevelt was born 
in Washington Nov. 19, 1897, and he has three other 
brothers in the war against Germany. They are Major 
Theodore, jr., once wounded; Captain Archie, severely 
wounded in action in the Toul sector and decorated with 
the Croix de Guerre; and Capt. Kermit Roosevelt, serv- 
ing with the Field Artillery under General Pershing.

Article of War, in that while at Camp Cody, N.M., on Feb. 8, 
1918, he directed Pvt. Seward L. Maines, M.D., 127th Field 
Art., to ‘‘knock the head off’’ of Pyt. David Severson, Battery 
©, 127th Field Art., ‘‘if he should start talking again,’’ Pri- 
vate Severson being a patient in the infirmary, sick and with 
a temperature sufficient to cause delirium, The court found 
the accused guilty and sentenced- him to dismissal from the 
Service. President Wilson commuted the sentence to confine- 
ment for three months to the limits of his post and to the 
forfeiture of $50 per month for the same period. 

G.C.M.O. 126, June 8, 1918, War D., publishes the proceed- 
ings of the G.C.M. held in the case of 2d Lieut. Herbert T. 
Boland, 321st Inf., N.A., found guilty of violation of the 68d 
Article of War. He was sentenced to dismissal, The sen- 
tence was commuted by President Wilson to a reprimand, to 
be administered by the division commander, after which Lieu- 
tenant Boland was to report for duty to his organization. 

G.C.M,O. 109, May 28, 1918, War D., relates to the G.C.M. 
of 2d Lieut. Harry H. Brown, 350th Inf., N.A., charged with 
violation of the 95th Article of War at Camp Dodge, Iowa.

OrrFicers Wuo Have Lerr THE GUARD. 


Congress has called upon The Adjutant General of the 
Army for information as to the number of officers who 
have been separated from the National Guard since it 
was drafted into the Federal service, the purpose of the 
request not being made known. There have ben exag- 
gerated reports that a large percentage of the Guard offi- 
cers have been honorably discharged or have resigned, but 
this is proven to be otherwise on examination of the 
records. Out of a total of 16,971 National Guard officers 
on the rolls in April last only a few more than 1,600 offi- 
cers have left the Guard. Of this total about one-third 
were disqualified physically, one-third resigned volun- 
tarily, and the remainder were discharged for cause after 
being examined by a board of officers of the Guard. The 
small number of vacancies thus caused and the vacancies 
due to the expansion of the Guard have been filled with 
men taken from the units of the National Guard Army 
and by many officers from the Officers’ Reserve Corps. 
There were a few exceptions where state governors have 
asked for Regular officers. The military activity of the 
Militia Bureau from the outset has been directed to the 

“development of capable officers and the elimination of 
those who for any reason whatever were not fully quali- 
fied to lead and care for the men of their units. The 
result is that General Pershing has made few changes 
in the officer personnel of the organization ; and its fight- 
ing qualities now proven on the bloody fields of France 
tully justify the faith shown in the Guard.

Work For CRIPPLED SOLDIERS. 


The War Department authorizes the following state- 
ment from the Office of the Surgeon General: “Many 
well-intentioned individuals have offered to take crippled 
soldiers into their service as watchmen, messengers and 
in positions of similar character. While the spirit in 
which these offers are made is appreciated, they conflict 
with the policy of the Medical Department of the Army. 
From the time a wounded soldier is taken to the field 
hospital he is encouraged to understand that the seri- 
ousness of his wounds will not render him worthless 
for useful work. The work of reconstructing him both 
physically and mentally is carried on simultaneously. 
At the present time there are many soldiers in the 
Army hospitals in this country who have been crippled 
in.the course of duty. In many cases these men are re- 
ceiving the preliminary training which will be finished 
by civil boards authorized to continue the work begun 
by the Surgeon General. It is hoped that business men 
in general will accept these trained men on an equal 
footing with men who have not been crippled. These men 
will receive a training which will make them competent in 
the trade er profession they elect te follow. 
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A GOOD BEGINNING. 

The news from the battle zone in France from the 
morning of July 15 until nightfall on July 18 is of g 
kind that must stir the most profound emotions of pride 
and heartfelt thanks in the breast of every American, 


From the opening on July 15 of the fifth German offe,. 
sive since March 21, with what the War Department's 
bulletin styled “merely general advance guard action,” 
until Iate on the afternoon of July 18, when it wag 


known that our troops, in conjunction with th« French, 
had driven the enemy back along a front of twenty-eight 
miles for a depth of from one to six miles retaking twenty 
towns as they advanced, nothing has transpired to quench 
our pride and gratitude in the slightest degree. Our mep 


have proved they could stand up with the veteran troops 
of France, Britain, Italy, Canada and Australia; ghoy- 
ing the brave gallantry of the French, the sturdiness of 
the British, the dash of the Italians, the initiative ang 
resourcefulness of the troops of the two Dominions, these 


last being men more akin to us than any of the others, 
With individual deeds of heroism the dispatches are 
starred, such deeds as we have been reading of the Brit- 
ish, Canadians and Australians these four years past, and 
have not been reading of the French since it is not the 
way of the French to dilate on such things although none 
of our Allies could show a longer record were the tales 
told. In addition to this, the success of our officers hag 
revealed to the full the perfection of the staff work which 
has brought about co-operation between the various arms 
of the Service that has been as perfect as even that of 
the French themselves. General Pershing’s insistence 
on staff training, his persistence in seeing that our off- 
cers worked under the French and British instructors 
with the utmost devotion toward this end has met with 


its full reward. The dashing advance of our troops with 
the French along the Ambleny-Bouresches line showed 
how perfectly our officers had their men under control; 
for their orders to the troops to hold back on several 
occasions throughout July 18 were implicitly obeyed. At 


the close of this good beginning of our first entry into 
one of the great batltes of the war General Pershing and 
the American people can feel that he and his men have 
indeed lived up to the simple words he spoke a year ago 
on arriving in France: “Lafayette, we are here.” 

The week has brought us another cause for gratitude 
in that, for the first time, we have some definite and 
ordered information as to the composition of our three 
Army Corps and of the officers who are in command of 
the divisions comprising them. It is true we still have 
to hazard guesses as to the roops ha are fighing in 
the various sectors, for the rigors of censorship have not 
been slackened to the point where we can definitely state 
who is in command of the troops that fought so gallantly 
in the Chateau-“Thierry sector nor of those who held the 
Germans from deepening the salient east of Reims that 
was their aim at the opening of the offensive in the 
Champagne. It is understood that Major Gen. Hunter 
Liggett and his 1st‘ Army Corps are on the Soisson® 
Chateau-Thierry line. But for definite information as to 
this we shall probably have to wait on the opinion of 
General Pershing as to when such information may & 
given out through the War Department. 

Even in our flush of pride over what our young Amy 
has done we cannot forget what the men who have made 
it, the officers of the Regular Army, have had to endure 
since a year before we entered the war. Our first real 
preparation for what has been done during the past week 
in France was the passage of the National Defense Act 
in 1916, without which it is inconceivable that our Amy 
could have reached the state it has to-day. The civilian 
press and the politicians poured out their vials of wrath 
on that bill and yet it is, as the ARMy AND NAVY Jour 
NAL said when it became a law, the best military legit 
lation the United States ever had. Its General Staff and 
National Guard features were roundly abused as worth- 
less, yet the General Staff (thanks to Secretary Bakers 
shrewd and masterly interpretation of the law as affect 
ing it) never was stronger than it is to-day, nor was the 
National Guard ever so effective as a fighting force 
It was the Regular Army officers in large part who 
wrought this admirable fighting machine out of a loosely 
organized and disciplined group of state organizations; 
who worked out and carried through the officers’ trails 
ing schools system and who added our second great piece 
of military legislation, the Selective Service Law, ow 
basic military laws. And it is they who have carried 
through the making of our National Army with 4 thor 
oughness that has surprised the world, and most partier 
larly the German general staff. Aided by the § 
work of the Navy, they have planned and directed the 


‘transporting to Europe of 1,100,000 officers and men 


within a year, a thing that the reputed most —_ 
trained group of military specialists in the world, 


German general staff, said we never could de. 
Army officers and our Navy officers have bee® 
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accomplish the enormous tasks that are to their credit 
ehiefly for ‘one reason, aside from their native ability. 
This is that for the first time in one of our wars the 
civilian has been forced to keep his hands away from our 
professional soldiers and sailors. The worth of a mili- 
tary education in wartime has been valued above that 
of a civilian education for the first time in the history of 
our country. 

One of the delusions the German government and its 
general staff have been laboring under for many years is 
that the United States could not create an Army that 
was worth consideration as a foe. That government and 
its general staff are tasting the quality of our troops in 
the field and the flavor is bitter on their tongues, One 
hundred and twenty-six years ago there was fought a 
battle in France (at Valmy within the zone of war to- 
day) on the date that France first called herself a re- 
public. Kellerman won that battle against the Prus- 
sians and Austrians with levies of new troops from the 
lower and middle classes of France who “found that 
they could face cannon balls, pull triggers and cross 
payonets without having been drilled into military ma- 
chines, and without being officered by scions of noble 





houses.” They had, it seems, the same spirit we like to 
think animates our Army which the Germans abroad and 
some critics at home denied our men, “they awoke to the 
consciousness of their own instinctive soldiership.” It 


is to be hoped the day is not far distant when by the 
aid of the American Army the Allies can say at the 
close of the decisive battle of the war, as Goethe did 
after Valmy was lost to his friends: “From this place, 
and from this day forth, commences a new era in the 
world’s history ; and you can all say that you were pres- 
ent at its birth.’ That day will mark the end of the 
ideals of Prussian autocracy and on it democracy will 
have a new birth. 
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CHANGES AMONG GENERAL OFFICERS. 
Generals Crozier and Sharpe Get Line Rank. 

The nominations of Major Gen. William Crozier, Chief 
of Ordnance, and Major Gen. Henry G. Sharpe, Quar- 
termaster General, U.S.A., to be major generals in the 
line of the Army, which were made-.by President Wilson 
on July 18 and immediately confirmed by the Sen- 
ate, give deserved recognition to two officers who 
have devoted their life work to the Army, and have ren- 
dered efficient and valuable service. General Crozier 
was born in Ohio Feb. 19, 1855, and is a graduate of the 
U.S.M.A., class of 1876. He was assigned to the Ar- 
tillery, and was appointed in the Ordnance Department 
July 11, 1881, and has been engaged in ordnance work 
ever since. He was appointed brigadier general and 
Chief of Ordnance in 1901, and was reappointed Chief 
of Ordnance in 1905, 1909 and in 1913. His rank 
became that of major general by operation of the Act of 
Oct. 6, 1917, making all heads of departments major 
generals. General Sharpe was born in New York April 
30, 1858, and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 
1880. He was assigned to the 4th Infantry. He was 
appointed in the Subsistence Department (consolidated 
with the Q.M.C. in 1912) Sept. 12, 1888. He became 
brigadier general and commissary general Oct. 12, 1905, 
and was reappointed in 1909. He was appointed briga- 
dier general, Q.M.C., in 1913, and in 1916, was appointed 
Quartermaster General with the rank of major general, to 
succeed Major Gen. J. B. Aleshire, the rank of major 
general having gone with the office of Quartermaster 
General since the consolidation of departments in 1912. 





General Crozier to Command Northeastern Department. 


General Crozier has been assigned to command the 
Northeastern Department, with headquarters at Boston, 
and left Washington July 19 to assume his new duties. 
He relieves Brig. Gen. John W. Ruckman, who will be 
detailed on other duty. 


Gen. C. C. Williams Appointed Chief of Ordnance. 


Brig. Gen. Clarence C. Williams, N.A. (lieutenant 
colonel of ordnance, U.S.A.), was nominated for appoint- 
ment as Chief of Ordnance on July 13, 1918, for four 
years with rank of major general, to succeed General 
Crozier. His nomination was confirmed’ the same day, 
He has rendered most valuable services on the staff of 
General Pershing in France. General Williams has 
handled many difficult problems in ordnance and muni- 
tions in the most effective manner, and in recognition of 
his ability was appointed Acting Chief of Ordnance. 
General Williams was born in Georgia Noy. 8, 1869, and 
is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1894, when he 
was assigned to the Artillery. He entered the Ordnance 
Department as a first lieutenant Oct. 4, 1898, and 
reached the grade of lieutenant colonel in 1915. During 
the war with Spain he served with the Astor Battery in 
the Philippines, and he is a graduate of the Artillery 
School. The plans evolved by General Williams while 
acting C. of O. to speed up production in his department 
have already been productive of great good. He was first 
appointed Acting Chief of Ordnance several months ago, 
relieving Brig. Gen. Charles B, Williams, who was or- 
dered to duty in France. 


Gen. H. L. Rogers Appointed Q.M. General. 


Brig. Gen. Harry L. Rogers, N.A. (colonel, Q.M. Corps, 
U.S.A.), who was nominated for appointment as Quar- 
termaster General for four years, with rank of major 
general to succeed Major Gen. Henry G. Sharpe, has 
also performed most valuable services with the Expedi- 
tionary Force in France as chief Q:M. to General Per- 
shing. He was born in the District of Columbia June 29, 
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1867, and entered the Army from civil life May 2, 1898, 
as-a major and paymaster, and reached the grade of colo- 
nel and Assistant Paymaster General March 4, 1909. 
He was appointed a brigadier general in the Quartermas- 
ter Corps, N.A., in 1918. General Rogers served under 
General Funston in the expedition to Vera Cruz, Mexico, 
and later when General Pershing went into Mexico after 
Villa and his bandits General Rogers handled the supply 
problems for the troops under great road difficulties in a 
masterly manner. Again while on duty in the Southern 
Department, before going abroad with Generai Pershing, 
General Rogers met one of the most difficult supply prob- 
lems imaginable and his ability. won for him high com- 
mendation. The work of General Rogers in. making it 
possible for the great flow of supplies for the American 
forces in France to move on continuously and in sufficient 
quantity and his direction of troop movements and other 
problems, stamps him as one of the ablest officers in the 
Army. 


General Langfitt Chief of Engineers, A.E.F. 

Major Gen. William C. Langfitt, N.A., has been ap- 
pointed Chief of Engineers of the American Expedition- 
ary Force, according to a dispatch from the American 
Army headquarters in France on July 15. General Lang- 
fitt is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1883, being 
promoted in the Army as second lieutenant of Engineers. 
He served as major of the 2d U.S. Engineers in fhe 
volunteer forces from June 7, 1898, to May 16, 1899. 
He was~promoted to major in the Regular Army April 
21, 1903; lieutenant colonel] June 2, 1908; and colonel 
Oct. 12, 1913. In July, 1916, while on duty as Com- 
mandant of the Engineers’ School at Washington, he was 
one of five officers appointed by the President to examine 
and report on reclamation projects of coal, oil and phos- 
phate lands in the South and West. In May, 1917, Gen- 
eral Langfitt was assigned by Secretary Baker to organize 
the 38d Regiment of Engineers at-Chicago, which soon 
afterward went to France to build and repair railroads 
back of the western war front. On Jan. 4, 1918, Presi- 
dent Wilson nomina:ed him, then a brigadier general, to 
be a major general in the National Army. 


General Walcutt Chief of Insular Affairs. 

Brig. Gen. Charles C. Walcutt, N.A. (colonel of Cav- 
alry, Regular Army), who has been selected to succeed 
Major Gen. Frank McIntyre as Chief of the Bureau of 
Insular Affairs at Washington has been ass:stant to 
General McIntyre since 1912. General Walcutt was 
born in Ohio June 20, 1861, and was graduated from the 
U.S.M.A. in 1886, when he was assigned to the 8th Cay- 
alry. He later served in the 3d, 8th, 2d and 5th Cay- 
alry and in the Q.M. Corps. During the Spanish War 
he accompanied the first expedition to the Philippine Isl- 
ands, being quartermaster on the staffs of General An- 
derson and General Lawton, and was assistant to the 
depot quartermaster in Manila. During the insurrec- 
tion in the islands he was a major in the 44th U.S. Vol- 
unteer Infantry. In July, 1916, he reached the grade of 
colonel of Cavalry, Regular Army, and on June 26 last 
was appointed a brigadier general in the National Army. 
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APPOINTMENT OF THE NEW Q.M. GENERAL. 


The nomination on July 13 of Brig. Gen. Harry L. 
Rogers, Q.M.C., to be Quartermaster General with rank 
of major general for a period of four years from the 
date of his appointment, came as a surprise to many in 
Washington, who had assumed that Brig. Gen. Robert 
E. Wood, the Acting Quartermaster General, who was 
recalled from Burope to fill the position at the request 
of Major Gen. George W. Goethals, would, in view of 
his successful administration, receive the permanent ap- 
pointment. There have been many surmises concerning 
the reason for the failuré to appdint General Wood by 
those unfamiliar with the law, and they have not been 
confined to the uninitiated. Many Senators who voted 
to confirm the nominations of Generals Sharpe and 
Crozier to be major generals, and that of Brig. Gen. 
Clarence EB. Williams to be Chief of Ordnance, without 
the formality even of referring them to the Committee 
on Military Affairs, hesitated about confirming General 
Rogers, with the result that confirmation of his nomina- 
tion was deferred. Secretary of War Baker said on July 
16 that he wished that he could make it clear that the 
failure to appoint General Wood to be Quartermaster 
General was no reflection whatever upon him, and that 
during his tenure of office he had done some remarkably 
fine work. But there was a law of 1912 that made it 
impossible to give the nomination to General Wood. 
It does not appear that the Secretary of War made any 
statement as to whether he had given consideration to 
the effect of the Overman act as applied to this case, 
or to the further fact that he might have continued 
General Wood in office as Acting Quartermaster General 
as he did General Biddle as Acting Chief of Staff. It 
is a fact that in a case somewhat similar to this, where 
the Senate proposed legislation that would enable the 
Secretary of War to make certain changes in personnel, 
the Secretary informed the Senators that the War De- 
partment considered the provisions of the Overman act 
of 1912 broad enough to cover the case and that under 
its provisions the President could make such changes 
as he deemed best for the interests of the Service. Such 
a construction of the powers conferred seems to have 
been intended by Congress when it passed the Over- 





_ man. bill. 


The law of 1912 to which the Secretary referred is 
that under which the former departments of the Com- 
missary General, the Quartermaster General and the 
Paymaster General of the Army were consolidated in 


the Quartermaster Corps. Section 3 of this act of Aug. 
24, 1912, provides that promotions in the Quartermas- 
ter Corps created by the act shall be made from a list 
of officers of the constituent corps, and that as long as 
officers remain on that list vacancies shall be filled from 
it by selection if of the grade of colonel or above; and 
if from grades below that of colonel, by seniority. The 
law provides also “that on and after Jan. 1, 1917, any 
vacancies occurring among officers of the Quartermaster 
Corps with rank above that of colonel may, in the dis- 
cretion of the President, be filled by selection from 
among officers who shall have served by detail in said 
corps for not less than four years.” 

General Wood, who is a brigadier general of the 
National Army and a major, retired, of the line '(Cay- 
alry) of the Regular Army, up to the time of his re- 
tirement had not been detailed to duty in the Quarter- 
master Corps.’ It is therefore obvious that, except pos- 
sibly under the broad powers granted by the Overman 
act, the President could not have appointed’ him Quar- 
termaster General of the Army. 

General Wood was graduated from the U.S. Military 
Academy in 1900, and was retired on his own applica- 
tion on account of service on the Panama Canal, as 
major on July 1, 1915. He entered business, in which 
he was very sugcessful. On the outbreak of the war 
he returned to active duty and was on duty in France. 
It is generally understood that he was the selection of 
Major Gen. G. W. Goethals as his successor when that 
officer was relieved as Acting Quartermaster General to 
devote his entire timé to the Division of Purchase, 
Traffic and Transportation. 

Brig. Gen. Harry L. Rogers, whose nomination to be 
Quartermaster General is now before the Senate, is 
the senior officer of the Quartermaster Corps. Since 
the early part of 1917 he has been on @uty with the 
American Expeditionary Force and is regarded as a 
very able officer. He became a major in. the Pay De- 
partment May 14, 1898. ” 
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NAVY SELECTION BOARD. 

Secretary Daniels announced on July 17 that the 
Naval Selection Board, which is to select officers for 
promotion to the ranks of cOmmander, captain and rear 
admiral, is now in session in Washington. The mem- 
bers of the board are: 

Admiral Henry T. Mayo, commander-in-chief, Atlan- 
tic Fleet, president; Vice Admiral De Witt Coffman, 
Rear Admirals Nathaniel R. Usher, Albert G. Winter- 
halter, Augustus F. Fechteler, Thomas §S. Rodgers, 
James H. Glennon,’ Harry 8.

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SicgNAL CorPs AND THE TELEGRAPH LINEs. 

The Signal Corps of the Army is examining the con- 
dition and interrelation of the great private telegraph 
lines of the country with a possible view to their op- 
eration in case the President decides that the eméfgency 
warrants taking them over as a war measure under the 
powers recently granted to him _ by Congress. It is 
generally supposed that this duty will fall to the 
share of the Post Office Department, but there are 
many forcible reasons why the President should give 
wire control to the War Department. ‘That department 
is now sending nearly thirty per cent. of all the mes- 
sages passing over the telegraph wires of the country 
and the military nature of its wire correspondence calls 
for strict regulation for dispatching messages in their 
most advantageous order. It has been found by care- 
ful tabulation of military messages that dispatches are 
sometimes marked for priority without due regard for 
their relative importance, causing unnecessary delay of 
really important messages. Some of the ablest tele- 
graph and telephone men in the world are in the Signal 
Corps and it will be an easy matter to find officers of 
the corps quite competent to regulate tke business in 
the most practical and economical way. With these 
officers to supervise the lines little confusion would fol- 
low the handling of one of the great business activities 
of the country, and there will be the gain of having the 
systems under control of the department capable of ex- 
erting the most authority. The Post Office Department 
appears to be already overburdened far beyond its pres- 
ent capacity. 
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RecuLtar ArMy STRENGTH AND MEDICAL PROMOTIONS. 

Under a recent opinion of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral, the basic figure of strength of the Regular Army 
to be used for the purpose of determining appointments 
and promotions therein is approximately 285,000, and 
not the estimated strength of 300,000, which figure had 
been used as a basis. Consequently the Medical Corps 
dnd Dental Corps promotions by appointment must be re- 
duced. ‘The effect upon the Medical officers is not an- 
nounced, but it appears that two colonels and two lieu- 
tenant colonels of the Dental Corps will not receive the 
commissions to the rank for which they received certifi- 
cates of appointment several months ago, and on which 
basis they have held rank and have been paid under ~ 
prior estimate of Arniy strength. No officers in the 
Dental Corps of lower rank. will be affected. 
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GRADUATES, MARINE CORPS TRAINING CAMP. 


The following enlisted men of the Marine Corps, hav- 
ing completed the course of instruction at the Marine 
Corps officers’ training camp, marine barracks, Quantico, 
Va., became second lieutenants in the Marine Corps on 
July 15. They will be assigned to duty at Quantico. All 
students in the camp are enlisted men of the corps, who 
have been appointed to the camp because of proved effi- 
ciency. The 1,800 new commissioned oflicers who will be 
added to the corps as a result of the recently authorized 
enlisted increase to 75,000 will be appointed from the 
camp at Quantico and a similar Marine Corps officers’ 


training camp in France, where the most promising ma- 
rines over there are given an opportunity to earn com- 
missions. 

The second officers’ training camp at Quantico will 
open on or shortly after Aug.el. The students will be 
enlisted men of the Marine Corps appointed from recruit 
training camps, Marine Corps posts at home and abroad, 
and ship yards.

THE SIXTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
SECOND SESSION. 

Both Houses of Congress embarked upon a summer re- 
cess on July 15. 

The Senate will have a holiday until Aug. 24, unless a 
quorum of members decide that un unforeseen war crisis 
demands their return earlier. The House voted unani- 
mous consent to recess until Aug. 19. Both houses will 
be called to order every Monday and Thursday, but no 
legislation will be attempted. The Constitution requires 
that each house shall not adjourn for more than three 
days at a time without the consent of the other house. 

Appropriations for War Purposes. 

In the session now practically ended, Congress appro- 
priated $24,001,450,000 for war purposes for the current 
year, according to figures compiled officiaily. This in- 
cludes $5,335,000,000 of funds authorized. It does not 
include loans to the Allies, which aggregate $11,000,-

When Congress reconvenes after its summer holiday it 
will have before it as the most important war legislation 
the new $8,000,000,000 War Bevenue bill, which will 
have been drafted by the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. The nation-wide prohibition legislation, embraced 
in the Gore amendment to the Food Stimulation bill, is 
on the Senate calendar for consideration by unanimous 
consent on Aug. 26. It is to stay there until the final 
vote is taken. 

The Man-Power bill to extend the enlistment ages will 
be another measure to have early consideration in Con- 
gress, this matter having been postponed to await the 
presentation by the War Department of its plans for 
further enlarging and reorganizing our Army for the war. 

Army and Deficiency Bills Signed. 


The President on July 8 signed the Urgent Deficiency 
bill, H.R. 12600, and on July 9 the Army Appropriation 
bill, H.R. 12281, a digest of which appeared in our igSue 
of July 13. 

Government Control of Telegraph Authorized, 

Congress has passed a joint resolution author- 
izing the President, in time of war, to supervise or 
take possession and assume control of any telegraph, 
telephone, marine cable, or radio system or systems or 
any part thereof, and to operate the same in such manner 
as may be needful or desirable for the duration of the 
war, and to provide just compensation therefor.” 

Nobel Peace Prize Returned to Col. Roosevelt. 

Congress last week passed a joint resolution author- 
izing and directing “the industrial peace committee cre- 
ated under an act of Congress entitled “An act to estab- 
lish the Foundation for the Promotion of Industrial 
Peace,” approved March 2, 1907, to return to the Hon. 
Theodore Roosevelt the sum of money in its hands, 
principal and interest, represented in the Nobel peace 
prize, and placed with it in accord with the expressed 
desires and purposes of Theodore Roosevelt in 1907.” 
In a letter to Senator Williams and Congressman Galli- 
van, Colonel Roosevelt said: “After the Peace of Ports- 
mouth I was awarded the Nobel prize medal. This 
carried with it the gift to me of the sum of about 
$40,000. The gift was to me outright, but I did not care 
to use it for myself under the circumstances, so I gave it 
as a foundation for an industrial peace fund. Congress 
created a commission to receive and: use it. It seems, 
however, that it did not prove practicable to make the 
use intended of the money. Nothing whatever has been 
done with it and it still is in the hands of the commis- 
sioners. We are now in a great crisis and the utmost 
demand is being made upon the charity of every man and 
woman, rich or poor. Under these circumstances I do 
not think it right that this money should lie idle; and I 
do think it most appropriate that the Nobel peace prize 
fund should be used through appropriate organizations to 
eare for our soldiers, and for the widows and children 
and mothers of our soldiers in this great war, waged to 
secure the only kind of peace worth having—the peace 
which is founded on right and justice and mercy. I de- 
sire Congress to authorize and direct the commissioners 
created under the ay 4 law of Congress to give me back 
the Nobel peace prize fund. I shall then at once apply it 
for purposes above indicated, through the Red Cross, 
the Young Men’s Christian Association (both white and 
colored branches), the Knights of Columbus, the Jewish 
war fund, and any other similar organizations which I 
may think at the moment would do peculiarly good 
work.” Return of the Nobel Peace Prize Fund donated 
by Colonel Roosevelt to establish the foundation for in- 
dustrial peace was voted July 18 by the board of trus- 
tees. The fund now amounts to more than $48,000, with 
the securities listed at par value, and it now will be 
used for some war purpose selected by Colonel Roose-

1898, and July 4, 1902, inclusive, or as a participant in the 
Chinese Boxer rebellion campaign between June 16

from, has died or shall hereafter die leaving a wi 
means of support other than her daily labor, and : 
income not exceeding $250 per year, or leaving a wi 
or children under the age of 16 years, such widow a

enlisted man previous to the passage of this act; Provided, 
however, That this act shall not be so construed as to reduce 
any pension under any act, public or private. 

Sec. 2. That no agent, attorney, or other person engaged in 
preparing, presenting, or prosecuting any claim under the pro 
visions of this act shall, directly or indirectly, contract for, 
demand, receive, or retain for such services in preparing, pre- 


senting, or prosecuting such claim a sum greater than $10, 
which sum shall be payable only on the order of the Com- 
missioner of Pensions; and any person who shall violate any 


of the provisions of this section, or shall wrongfully withhold 
from the pensioner or claimant the whole or any part of 4 
pension or claim allowed or due such pensioner or claimant 
under this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall, for each and every offense, be 
fined not exceeding $500 or be imprisoned not exceeding one 
year, or both, in the discretion of the court.

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AMENDING THE ARTICLES OF WAR. 

Chapter X., of the Army Appropriation Act of July 9, 
amends Articles 52, 53, 57 and 112 of the Articles of 
War. Following is the full text of the amended articles, 
which we noted in brief in the digest of the Appropria- 
tion bill published in our issue of July 13: 

Art, 52. Suspension of Sentences.—The authority competent 
to order the execution of the sentence of a court-martial may 
at the time of the approval of such sentence, suspend the 
execution, in whole or in part, of any such sentence as does 
not extend to death, and may restore the person under sen 
tence to duty during such suspension. A sentence, or any 
part thereof, which has been so suspended may be remitted 
in whole or in part, except in cases of persons confined in tle 
U.S. Disciplinary Barracks or its branches, by the officer who 
suspended the same, by his successor in office, or by any ofiicer 
exercising appropriate court-martial jurisdiction over the 
mand in which the person under sentence may be servit 
the time, and, subject to the foregoing exceptions the same 
authority may vacate the order of suspension at any time and 
order the execution of the sentence or the suspended part 
thereof in so far as the same shall not have been previous!) 
remitted. The death or honorable discharge of a person under 
suspended sentence shall operate as a complete remission of 
any unexecuted or unremitted part of such sentence. 

Art. 53. Execution or Remission—Confinement in Discipli 
nary Barracks.—When a sentence of dishonorable discharge 
has been suspended until the soldier's release from confine 
ment, the execution or remission of any part. of his sentence 
shall, if the soldier be confined in the U.S. Disciplinary B:

The second of the clubs of the Knights of Columbus 
was opened in London on July 15 in the Edgeware 
road. Walter Kerman, of New York, overseas commis- 
sioner of the Knights of Columbus, and delegates were 
present, as were representatives of the American Army 
and Navy. 

American wounded are now arriving i: London in 
considerable numbers from the sections of France where 
the Americans are brigaded with the British, says a 
dispatch of July 13. They reach the various main line 
stations on British hospital trains, together with Brit- 
ish wounded. The Americans are receiving the best of 
care and are being visited by American women mem- 
bers of a committee formed to look after them as soon 
as the hospital authorities permit. Most of the Ameri- 
can cases arriving in London are classified as serious. 
About one-fourth of the men received their wounds while 
in the fighting line, the remainder being accidents or 
sick cases. -In the latter category are a considerable 
number of men who have pneumonia or appendicitis.

Allen K. Dexter, Inf., whose citation reads: ‘“‘While act- 
ing as battalion scout officer during action of April 12 
and 13, 1918, displayed conspicuous courage and devo- 
tion to duty by exposing himself constantly under heavy 
shell fire to secure information, continuing his work for 
twenty-four hours after being wounded, and until he 
collapsed at dressing station where he had been sent for 
treatment.” The non-commissioned officers and men in- 
cluded: Sergts. John J. Courtney and Lee P. J. James, 
Inf.; and the privates William R. Davis, Joseph J. Can- 
non, Elmer L. Lane, Alfred P. Lee, Charles Marino, 
Kenneth B. Page, Charlie M. Dodge and Glen Hill. 

The Commander-in-Chief also awarded Distinguished 
Service Crosses posthumously to the following enlisted 
men; Pvt. Joseph R. Blair, Corp]. Russel A. Hoyt and 
Pvt. Howard P. Fitzgerald. 

In his report of July 12 the Commander-in-Chief also 
awarded honors to two officers of the U.S.M.C. (noted 
briefly in our issue of July 13) and seven non-commis- 
sioned officers and privates. The officers with their cita- 
tions are: 

Lieut. Col. Logan Feland, Marines: “During the opera- 
tions at Bois de Belleau, from June 6 to June 14, 19158, 
distinguished himself by his energy, courage and disre- 
gard for personal safety in voluntarily leading troops into 
and on through heavy artillery and machine gun fire. His 
efforts contributed largely to our successes at this point.” 

Major J. S. Turrill, Marines: “At Bois de Belleau on 
June 6, 1918, displayed extraordinary heroism when, in 
leading his men to the attack, he constantly exposed him- 
self to danger, ever setting a splendid example to his 
men.” 

The men included in this list were Ist Sergt. Benja- 
min James, Field Art.; Corpl. James R. Thornley, Inf. ; 
Pyts. Willard S. Pauley, M.G.B.; H. R. Johnson and 
J. C. Parent, Field Art.; and Edward L. Dion and Jere- 
miah Tryon, Inf. 

The Commander-in-Chief also awarded Distinguished 
Service Crosses posthumously to the following enlisted 
men for acts of gallantry: Sergt. Joshua H. Broadhead, 
Field Art., and Pyt. Ist Class Frank P. Gordon. 

It was announced on July 18 that Genera! Pershing 
has awarded the Distinguished Service Cross to Lieut. 
Walter R. Flannery, who swam the Marne under heavy 
fire on the night of June 3 and brought back wounded 
soldiers who had escaped from their German captors, 
but who were unable to get across the river. For this 
rescue Lieutenant Flannery recently received the French 
War Cross. Distinguished Service Crosses have also 
been awarded to Lieut.

BRITAIN HONORS MARCH, PERSHING, BLISS. 

Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of Staff, U.S.A., has 
been awarded-the Grand Cross of the Order of St. 
Michael and St. George by King George of England, 
having been notified to this effect by Viscount Milner, 
the British Secretary of State for War, on July 18. 
Lord Reading, the British Ambassador, also called at 
the War Department on the same day and notified 
General March of the honors conferred by the King. 

Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., has been awarded the 
Grand Cross of the Order of the Bath and Gen. Tasker 
H. Bliss, U.S.A., American representative at the Supreme 
War Council, has been given the Grand Cross of the 
Order of St. Michael and St. George, according to an 
official announcement made in London on July 17. The 
Order of the Bath is one of the oldest knightly organiza- 
tion in Great Britain. It was established in 1399, fell 
into decay in the reign of Charles II., and was revived by 
George I. It consists of fifty-five military and twenty- 
seven civil members, exclusive of the sovereigns, royal 
princes and distinguishing foreigners. The Order of St. 
Michael and St. George is conferred, exclusive of hon- 
orary members, on natural-born subjects of Great Britain 
who may hold, or have held, high, confidential office within 
British territorial possessions. It was instituted in 1818, 

The acceptance of these honors by Generals March, 
Pershing and Bliss is made possible through the new law 
incorporated in the Army Appropriation Act which pro- 
vides that officers and enlisted men of the Military 
Establishment are authorized -to. accept and wear 
rations conferred by foreign governments.

PROCUREMENT OF WAR MATERIALS. 


Announcement has been made that the War Depart- 
ment, acting with the Department of Justice, has almost 
completed a system whereby complete control is. possible 
in the procurement of war materials to the end that the 
interests of the Government may be fully protected. Six 
wecks ago the new arrangement, under the direction of 
the General Staff, was placed in partial operation. In a 
short time full operation will be possible. Under the 
new plan provision is made for a review of every contract 
by boards of control, the standardization of contract 
clauses, a daily fiscal survey, the centralization of pur- 
chases and provisions for public information on needs of 
the War Department. The Department has authorized 
the following statement: “Six weeks ago a committee 
composed of officers and civilians whose duty has been 
to prepare the tens of thousands of contracts of the War 
Department began an intensive study of every contract 
clause and policy in every agency of the War Depart- 
ment in an endeavor to prescribe in the light of over a 
year’s experience with war conditions the form of con- 
tract clauses that would best safeguard the interests of 
the Government, with a view to prescribing for instant 
use well considered and practice-proved forms for every 
conceivable circumstance of purchase. 

“The committee is about ready to report. On June 1 the 
General Staff ordered that except in cases of immediate 
necessity no contracts Should be made with sales agents, 
and that all War Department procurements should be 
negotiated either with manufacturer or recognized jobbers 
carrying the stocks on hand from which they proposed to 
supply the Army. In addition to this precaution steps 
have been taken in conjunction with similar steps in 
the War Industries Board to mobilize the industries of 
the nation behind the needs of the War Department. 
In order to regulate purchases in accordance with the ap- 
propriations of the Department, an improvement in fiscal 
accounting has just been introduced. On July 1 an 
analysis of all War Department appropriations was re- 
ported to the Secretary of War in such a way as to show 
the precise status of each Congressional appropriation 
on the close of the preceding day’s business. These re- 
ports are now made daily. A bureau has been created 
which receives the reports from each department at the 
end of the day’s work. A force of clerks works at night 
on these reports and has ready by the following morning 
the totals for the Secretary of War and the General 
Staff. 

“In addition to the review boards, a mechanical 
system for the analysis, comparison and administrative 
scrutiny of every procurement transaction, great or 
small, is being set up in the General Staff. By this sys- 
tem the essential details of every contract are tabulated 
and checks made to determine the cause of any variation 
of price or standard. There is also operating a single 
real estate office, which is handling all real estate trans- 
actions. The function of commandeering, requisitioning, 
and issuing compulsory orders to the whole war machine 
has been centralized and intrusted to the General Staff, 
as has also the determining of just compensation for all 
property commandeered and requisitioned for the War 
Department. Agencies for these purposes have been 
fully organized and have passed the stage of routine ac- 
complishment.” ‘1

Of the 637,929 American troops brought to Europe in 
the months of April, May and June, 350,956 were car- 
ried in British ships, according to a statement made in 
the British House of Commons on July 17 by Sir Leo 
Money, Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of Ship- 
ping. He added: “Arrangements are being made whereby 
we hope to carry larger numbers in the future.” 





GERMAN REPORT ON OUR TROOPS. 


The first formal report of a German intelligence offi- 
cer on our troops that has been made public since we 
entered the war in France was issued by General Per- 
shing on July 11 as one section of his official report 
fer that date. The report, which was “recently cap- 
tured,” was made by Lieutenant von Berg, intelligence 
officer at the headquarters of the 7th German Army and 
is dated June 17, 1918. After stating that the infor- 
mation derived came from the examination of prisoners 
of the 2d American Infantry Division, 5th, 6th, 9th and 
23d Regiments (all Regular Army it will be noted) the 
report states that “the prisoners were not informed of 
the purpose of the attack; the orders for the attacks 
on Belleau Wood were made known only a few hours 
befort the attacks took place.” The report continues: 

“The Marine Brigade went into sector from June 2 
to June 4, and elements of the other two regiments 
from June 5 to 6 in the area Torcy-Vaux, one battalion 
from each unit being in the front line. There they re- 
lieved French troops of various divisions whose identity 
they did not know. They had no information concerning 
their relief. Only the prisoners from the Marine 
Brigade considered that on account of heavy losses their 
relief was imminent. The 3d Marine Brigade belongs 
to the Marine Corps which was already in existence in 
the United States during peace time. The Ist and 2d 
Marine Brigades are said to be still at home, Regard- 
ing the distribution of machine guns the prisoners made 
contradictory statements. ‘They claim that, in the 3d 
Marine Brigade for instance, each regiment, in addi- 
tion to the Infantry battalion, has one. machine gun 
battalion of four platoons, each platoon having twelve 
machine guns. Furthermore, each brigade is said to 
have one brigade machine gun battalion. * According to 
a captured order of battle of the 26th American Divi- 
sion, that division has only one machine gun company 
toa battalion in each regiment. In case the vague 
statements of the prisoners are correct the discrepancy 
can perhaps be explained by the fact that the Marine 
Corps was part of the United States peace army and 
was therefore equipped according to principles other 
than in the ease of the 26th American division, which 
has been formed from National Guard troops since the 
war degan.” 

The report gives a “history of the division” 
accounts for the movements of the division from the 
middie of March up to the night of June 2-3. The 
Americans questioned by this officer were taken prisoner 
from June 5 to 14 in the Bouresches sector. As to the 
“fighting value” of our men the report states; “The 2d 
American Division may be classified as a very good divi- 
sion, perhaps even as assault troops. The various at- 
tacks of both regiments on Belleau Wood were carried 
out with dash and recklessness. The moral effect of 
our ftrearms did not materially check the advance of the 
Infantry; the nerves of the Americans are still un- 
shaken.” 

In discussing the “value of the individual” and the 
morale the officer wrote: “The individual soldiers are 
very good. They are healthy, vigorous and physically 
well developed men of ages ranging front eighteen to 
twenty-eight, who at present lack only necessary train- 
ing to make them redoubtable opponents. The troops 
are fresh and full of sfraightforw ard confidence. A re- 
mark of one of the prisoners is indicative of their spirit: 


which 


“We kill or get killed.’ The prisoners in general make 
an alert and pleasing impression; regarding military 
matters, however, they do not show the slightest inter- 


Their superiors keep them purposely without knowl- 
edge of military subjects; for example, most of them 
have never seen a map. They are no longer able to de- 
scribe the villages and roads through -which they 
marched. Their ideas on the organization of their unit 
are entirely confused. For example, one of them claimed 
that his brigade has six regiments, his division twenty- 
four. They still regard the war from the point of 
view of the ‘big brother,’ who comes to help his hard- 


est. 


pressed brethren and is therefore weleomed everywhere. 
A certain moral background is not lacking; the major- 
ity of the prisoners simply took as a matter of course 


that they have come to Europe in order to defend their 
country. Only a few of the troops are of pure Ameri- 
can origin: the majority is of German, Dutch and Ital- 
ian parentage, but these semi-Americans, almost all of 
whom were born in America and have never been in 
Europe, fuily feel themselves to be true-born sons of 


their country.” 

“In both attacks on Belleau Wood, 
ried out by one or two battalions, the following mu th 
of attack was adopted.” the report continues. "Three 
or four lines of skirmishers at about thirty to fifty paces 
distance; rather close behind these isolated assault par- 
ties in platoon column. Abundant equipment of auto- 
matic rifles and hand grenades. The assault parties war- 
ried forward machine guns and were ordered to pene- 
trate the German position at a weak point, to swing 
laterally and to attack the strong points from the rear. 
No details are available. The prisoners are hardly able 
to state where they were in position. According to their 
Statements it may be assumed that the front line con- 
sists only of rifle pits one meter deep, up to the pres- 
ent not provided with wire entaglements. The organi- 
zation of the positions in rear is unknown.”

Minors UnpER EIGHTEEN 
A circular letter recently issued by The Adjutant 
General of the Army says: “The large number of ap- 
plications received from parents and guardians for the 
discharge of minors under eighteen years of age, enclos- 
ing satisfactory evidence that the soldier is under this 
age, indicates the necessity of more care on the part of 
recruiting officers in order to avoid unnecessary expense 
to the Government and annoyance to troops in the field 
in the subsequent discharge of such men, and to avoid 
Placing a blot for life on the record of a boy whose 
offense of misstatement of his age arises usually from 
a patriotic desire to serve his country. Hereafter no 
applicant under the registration age will be accepted 
or enlisted until he has proven to the complete satis- 
faction of the recruiting officer that he has reached the 
age of eighteen years. The proof required will be (a) 
birth certificate, baptismal record or school certificate, 
or, in case (a) is not available, (b) affidavit of parent 
or of guardian with legal evidence of guardianship.”

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Mai. RecuLaTION FoR NAVAL Forces. 

The regulations of the Post Office Department regard- 
ing mail for officers and men of the American Expedi- 
tionary Force which prohibits the mailing of parcels to

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Navy Witt Store RENT PROFITEERING. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels and Admiral W. 8. 
Benson, U.S8.N., Chief of Naval Operations, accompanied 
by Solicitor Edgerton of the Judge Advocate General's 
office of the Navy, went to Norfolk, Va., on July 18 
prepared to commandeer so much of the housing of 
that city as might be necessary to provide for people liv- 
ing there whose work is necessary for the Navy, and in 
any event to put an“end to rent profiteering which ex- 
ists in that city. Solicitor “Edgerton has examined the 
rental problem and Secretary Daniels and Admiral 
Benson are studying the situation with a view to ad- 
justing matters if possible to do so without resort to 
strong measures.

CHINA AND JAPAN TO Bump U.S. SuHips. 

Contracts have been signed by the U.S. Shipping Board 
with the Kiangnan Dock and Engineering Works, of 
Shanghai, China, for the construction of four 10,000- 
ton steel cargo ships for the United States, the ship 
plates and shapes to be furnished by this country. The 
Chinese yard, which is owned by the government of that 
country, was established in 1868. This announcement, 
which was made on July 13, was followed two days later 
by another statement that the Shipping Board had con- 
tracted for thirty additional steel cargo boats to be built 
at Japanese yards. Total contracts now made with 
Japan include fifty merchant steamers. The awarding 
to the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corporation, of Alameda, 
Cal., of contracts for twenty troopships was announced 
on the same day. This brings the total number of trans- 
ports under contract up to 112. The contracts run 
through 1919.

Lieut. Frank M. Bartlett arrived Tuesday at Kelly Field, 
completing the 3,000-mile flight from Chicago without accident 
and breaking a world’s record, in which a speed of 150 miles 
an hour was reached, making the flight of 341 miles from 
Scott Field, Belleville, Ill., to Park Field, Memphis, Tenn., in 
three hours and five minutes. Special permission from Wash- 
ington was secured to make the trip and while the principal 
object was to visit aviation fields en route, he also returned 
to Kelly Field the airplane used by Major W. J. East, who 
flew to Chicago. Lieutenant Bartlett encountered his worst 
trouble when caught in a storm in the Ozark Mountains be- 
tween Ebert Field, Lonoke, Ark., and Post Field, Fort Sill, 
practically hanging thirty-five minutes in the air at a height 
of 6,000 feet. A second storm was met in Texas and a 
narrow escape made in landing near a telegraph pole, which 
tore part of the wing, the only damage done to the plane. 

Of 140 enlisted men applicants for instruction in flying 
who have gone before the examining board at San Antonio, 
sixty-five have been accepted. Seven hundred are still to be 
examined at a later date, as Capt. D. B. Lawrence will leave 
next week for Houston and Lake Charles, La., for final mental 
examination of men who will go to ground schools for pre- 
liminary instruction if passed. 

A plan for giving warning to aviators of coming windstorms 
to avoid accidents and death among the new cadets has been 
inaugurated at Kelly Field involving the co-operation of the 
postmasters in small towns within a radius of 200 miles, who 
will telegraph to the field the approach of a storm. 

A proclamation signed by Governor Hobby was issued July 
2 for the organization at once of three regiments of Infantry, 
consisting of 4,000 officers and men, to complete the new 
Texas National Guard. It will be organized by the same 
officers who have had charge of the Cavalry unit which has 
been completed. The proclamation divides the state into three 
districts, Adjutant General Harley directing the organizations 
in the Southern District, with headquarters in Austin; Brig. 
Gen. J. F. Wolters in charge of the Eastern, with headquarters 
in, Houston, and Brig. Gen. R. H. MecDell, of the Northern 
District, with headquarters in Dallas. The concentration of 
the new Cavalry regiments for training has been ordered for 
San Antonio and inspection will begin next week by six 
officers from Fort Sam Houston, to be followed by Federal 
recognition. 

Announcement has been made at headquarters that the 
cooks and bakers heretofore under the Quartermaster Corps 
have been transferred to The Adjutant General’s Department 
and will necessitate increasing the number of officers to 206— 
six majors, forty-four captains and seventy-seven first and 
second lieutenants. Col. Ralph Harrison will be in charge of 
the schools in this department. Abeut 350 cooks and bakers 
will complete their course of training each month at the 
school at Kelly Field and will be placed on duty in various 
parts of the country; 350 additional men can also be accom- 
modated, with this increase making it one of the largest for 
training in Army cooking in the Aviation Section.

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New TyPe OF BULKHEADS. 

The torpedoing of the U.S.S. President Lincoln and 
Covington furnished a practical demonstration of the 
value of a new bulkhead arrangement that enables ships 
to remain afloat longer after they are struck, says a 
special dispatch to the New York World. About three 
months ago it was detetmined to equip all of our vessels 
with twice the number. of' wooden bulkheads, the parti- 
tions being fastened to the sides and overhead with metal 
strips. The timbers put in are of sufficient thickness 
to confine the water to the particular compartment 
where the break occurs. The President Lincoln, so 
equipped, although hit by three torpedoes, remained 
afloat long enough to allow nearly all those aboard 
to be taken off in safety. The Covington remained 
afloat from nine o’clock at night until the next day be- 
cause of the new bulkhead arrangement. Shipping 
Board officials believe that the extra bulkheads are a 
long step toward the unsinkable ship. A New York firm 
installed the bulkheads. ‘ Barges containing floating 
workshops were placed alongside the ships as rapidly 
as they reached American ports, and in a short time all 
those whose routes take them through the submarine 
zone were equipped. 
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THE DEBTS OF THE POWERS. 

The London Economist places the gross debt of Great 
Britain at 5,687,600,000 pounds sterling ($27,636,000,- 
000 United States money). The French Minister of 
Finance estimates the debt of France at $22,227,000,- 
000. The debt of Italy is estimated at $6,676,000,000. 
The debts of the Central Powers are: Germany, $25,- 
408,000,000; Austria, $13,314,000,000 ;, Hungary, $5,704,- 
000,000. The debt of the United States is now about 
$8,000,000,000; but over half of this is money loaned 
to our Allies, and will be paid by them. Exclusive of 
the amount loaned, it is estimated that more than half 
of our expenses for the fiscal year 1918 will be covered 
by taxation. Thus it is clear that we are in a position 
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to carry out our war plans, supply our needs

Lrec-LENGTH AS A Marcuine RULE.
